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Politics of Bereavement 

‘The Best Way to Thank” 
Mayor Feinstein 

So began full-page ads in the local Gay press in the closing days of the November 6 election. The 
question in many Gay minds remains: Thank her for what? 

Ad admonition followed, “Don’t throw your vote away.” Obviously the warning wasn’t heeded as 
58% of the voters thought otherwise. Eighteen percent concluded that a protest vote wasn’t a tactic 
from the past, and rather than wasting their votes, they humped the mayor’s race into a run-off. The 
night of the count, the positive dynamics were suddenly all in the Quentin Kopp corner, and the 
Feinstein milk train found itself stalled and stale in the glum spaces of the Holiday Inn. 

The Feinstein ad went on to remind the Gay community to be thankful for what Feinstein has said 
and promised the Gay community over the past ten years. No mention was made of what she has 
actually done in the past 12 months in office — which taken in toto has been something short of a 
plague upon the Gay house. And as to be expected no mention was made of what she has not done.

1. GAY CENTER 

We are no nearer a Gay 
Community Center than we 
were 12 months ago. The 
center — despite her grand- 
standing — was not one of her 
priorities. True to form, her 
inaugural promises have 
proven to be lipservice and no 
more. 

2. GAY APPOINTMENTS 

In her 12 months in City 
Hall, Feinstein has not made a 
single significant Gay appoint¬ 
ment. In fact, she saw fit to fire 
the highly-qualified President 
of the Board of Permit Ap¬ 
peals, David Scott, for having 
the audacity of running against 
her. In turn, she replaced him 
with a crony with absolutely no 
qualifications. In July, 1979, 
she promised when quizzed 
that there were some surprises 
in store for the Gay commu¬ 
nity. In October, going in for 
the Alice B. Toklas endorse¬ 
ment (which she did not get) 
she dangled the possibility of a 
solitary Gay Police Commis¬ 
sioner — for — ? whenever. . . 
George Moscone had prom¬ 
ised one a year earlier. Using 
the tactic that worked so well in 
dividing the Gay community 
over Harvey Milk’s replace¬ 
ment, she is currently dangling 
the appointment before small 
groups of Gays . . . with them 
offering their champion for the 
slot ... as to be expected 
against someone else’s cham¬ 
pion. And everyone is talking 


about a slot which at this point 
doesn’t even exist. 

3. GAY HARASSMENT & 
THE FEINSTEIN RIOTS 

In the first months of her 
regency began the currently 
buried “clean up” of the Ten¬ 
derloin. This line- translated 
onto the beat level and on the 
streets as a green light to bust 
and bust up Gays. The now 
much-documented “Open 
Season on Gays.” Since then 
we’ve had the Crystal Hotel 
incident, Amelia’s, Peg’s Place, 
culminating with the search 
and destroy mission of the Ele¬ 
phant Walk Bar May 22nd. 
The first seven months of Fein- 
stein’s tenure witnessed an 
alarming litany of police harass¬ 
ment, brutality, and savage 
attacks on Gay people — all of 
which (according to the Stan¬ 
ford Research Institute’s report) 
were the causes of the riots of 
May 21 — not the single an¬ 
nouncement of the Dan White 
verdict. The mayor was fully 
aware of the impending Gay 
reaction and did nothing to 
handle it. There is even specu¬ 
lation that a riot and a Gay 
backlash would work to her 
advantage. 

4. THE MILK REPLACE¬ 
MENT SCAM 

It took the new mayor one 
day to replace Dan White, one 
week to replace herself, and 
seven weeks to replace Harvey 
Milk. Via her on-again-off-

MY PRINCIPLES 

During the past months I 
have campaigned in every 
neighborhood of San Francis¬ 
co. I have listened to people 
speak of their concern for the 
future of our City. Everywhere, 
people are asking the legitimate 
question: Can we make San 
Francisco work again. 

One way the City can work 
again is by having truthful lead¬ 
ership — leadership that 


doesn’t waver under pressure. 
Another way is by having com¬ 
mitment — commitment to live 
up to promises and to be sin¬ 
cere about every promise that 
is made during the course of a 
campaign. 

As a public official, I have 
been acutely sensitive to the 
need to bring all groups into full 
participation in City 
government. This sensitivity is 
a direct outgrowth of my belief 
in personal civil rights. As a 


defense attorney, I have wit¬ 
nessed on more than one occa¬ 
sion the attempt of government 
to disrupt and control the lives 
of people. I firmly believe that 
support for human rights is not 
merely a catchword that looks 
good on campaign literature, 
but a belief that should be em¬ 
bodied in the actions of every 
public official.

corridor to and from Hunters 
Point/Bay view. When the 
Black neighborhood leaders 
rose up in a stouthearted 
“Nay,” Feinstein back- 
bumered her plan. 

The move to close down pri¬ 
vate sex clubs, movie houses, 
and backrooms was instigated 
by a letter from the mayor to 
the Chief of Police. The vice 
squad went into furtive action, 
and six weeks later were suffi¬ 
ciently outraged to spur the 
fumbling DA Joe Freitas to 
rattle sabres. Again a united, 
vocal uproar returned the 
moral crusaders to sanity. Not 
to be forgotten — Feinstein en¬ 
dorsed Freitas for re-election. 

6. THE DAN WHITE TRIAL 

In the course of the incredu¬ 
lous Dan White vindication, 
Mayor Feinstein testified for the 
defense (Quentin Kopp and 
Carol Ruth Silver testified for 
the prosecution) and with her 
appearance Dan White broke 
into tears as she took the wit¬ 
ness stand. An episode tugging 
at the jury’s heartstrings and 
according to some influenced 
their decision. 

White was Dianne’s boy. 
She cultivated him. She 
arranged the meeting between 
him and Walter Simmons (see 
Warren Hinkle’s story in 
Inquiry entitled “The Shame of 
San Francisco”). That intro¬ 
duction resulted in a sweet¬ 
heart lease for White’s potato 
stapd on Pier 39. When White 
resigned and then wanted his 
job back, it was the same 
Dianne Feinstein who pleaded 
with Mayor George Moscone 
to restore the broken politician. 
It is not far to stretch the imagi¬ 
nation to suggest that Dan 
White owed her a few favors. 
Was the Mayor’s job one of 
them? 

7. SHAFTING POLICE 
CHIEF CHARLES GAIN 

After the May 21 riots (the 
police as well as the Gay riots) 
she buckled under the homo- 
phobic cover-up pressure of 
the POA and removed a thorn 
from their side: the Chief knew 
all too well how they behaved 
May 21. Her tactic was sort of 
“half-removing” him six 
months in the future. Gain has 
only stayed on to keep alive his 
dreams and plans for an en¬ 
lightened police academy 
which would bring minorities, 
women, and Gays onto the 
force. 

8. RISE IN VIOLENT CRIME 

Two weeks ago the San 
Francisco Police Department 
released the latest figures on 
crime in the city. The most 
shocking figure revealed was 
that violent crime during the 


month of October 1979 is up 
approximately 24% compared 
to October 1978. 

Robbery was up 36.4%. Ag¬ 
gravated assault was up 18%. 
Rape was up 17%. These are 
the crimes which Gay people, 
the elderly, and minorities are 
more likely the victims of. 
October was but higher than 
the ten months’ record of the 
Feinstein. In the first ten 
months of 1979, rape was up 
11%, robbery over 3%, aggra¬ 
vated assault almost 11%. 
Whose fault: at this point we 
have a mayor beholden to the 
POA, a chief without authority, 
and a rank and file that is al¬ 
most impossible to locate for 
any reason whatsoever. 

9. THE POA SELLOUT 

With Gain left in Siberia — a 
ruptured duck — police serv¬ 
ices across the city have fallen 
to their lowest ebb in memory. 
To a Gay citizen in distress 
there is but one policy — no 
response. It is no longer safe to 
walk to and from the Castro 
area; to ride the Muni is to 
tempt fate. In addition, to keep 
peace with the POA and to se¬ 
cure their endorsement, the 
mayor has promised that her 
replacement for Gain will be 
from within their own ranks: 
one of the old guard males. 
What’s more, one of the 
mayor’s chief advisors (one of 
the really old guard) has been 
all along ex-police chief A1 
Nelder. He never took a job in 
her administration because he 
would have to forfeit his hefty 
retirement check. 

10. THE “CLEAN UP”- 
SPREADING IT 
AROUND 

Furthermore, the mayor’s 
single crime prevention pro¬ 
gram — outside of symbolic 
rides on the Muni (she usually 
travels about in a chauffeured 
limo) has been her “clean up” 
of the Tenderloin which, in 
turn, has only shifted and 
spread out the “undesirables” 
to Polk Street, to 16th and 
Mission, and most recently to 
the Castro. 

11. WRECKING THE 
GAY PRESS 

The mayor was privy to her 
followers’ vain attempts to infil¬ 
trate and take over the local 
free Gay press (the B.A.R. and 
then the Sentinel ) and then to 
deliver those newspapers to 
her camp. At the B.A.R. the 
plot was nipped in the bud at 
the B.A.R. last June, and the 
take-over then concentrated on 
the Sentinel. When the staff 
couldn’t deliver, they met with 
the mayor, and the next day 
tried to prevent the endorse¬ 
ment issue from being printed. 
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They walked off the job at press 
time and committed acts of 
sabotage. Says publisher 
Charles Lee Morris, “It was 
blackmail.” 

So too, according to a pub¬ 
licized story by Bill Barnes, the 
Examiner political writer, in last 
week’s New West magazine, a 
similar intrigue was hatched 
within the press room of the 
tri-weekly San Francisco 
Progress. 

12. A FAILED 

ADMINISTRATION 

As the person who pledged 
to bring the city together, 
Mayor Feinstein has failed most 
grandly. As the Chronicle’s 
pundit Charles McCabe noted 
several weeks ago: She has 
not shown “any real awareness 
or concern about the greatest 
social problem in the city — the 
potentially explosive mix of 
populations South of Market 
Street — deeply divided Chi¬ 
canes, Blacks, Gays, and the 
remainder of the odd Irish- 
German cultures.” Says 
McCabe, “This has just been 
too hot to handle.” 

Feinstein’s brand of govern¬ 


ment: out there one gigantic 
cub pack with herself as den 
mother. She emotes on cue. 
She has never been nor will 
ever be of the people — unlike 
Evita. Like Eva Feron she has 
style and takes people to her 
breast. She fans rising expecta¬ 
tions only to abandon the trust 
when it is no longer expedient. 
She is an erratic litany of prom¬ 
ises and promises unkept. 

As one critic observed, she is 
a chameleon in pastels; she 
talks in strings of politic-ese of 
“shortfalls,” of “commitments” 
. . . When the chips are down, 
she turns on the eternal “femi¬ 
nine” and lulls with language as 
smooth and as soft as suede. 

13. THE TROUBLE AHEAD 

The 1980’s could well be a 
decade of disappointments and 
frustration — a decade of 
lowered expectations. It will be 
a time of little people losing 
more of what little they have, 
of staggering fuel, food, hous¬ 
ing, and utilities costs; of bank¬ 
ruptcies; of job losses; of 
strikes; of evictions. A smooth 
study in suede is not the 
answer for the possible crash, 


crunch, and chaos of the 
1980’s. For these days we 
would be better served by a 
Scrooge than a fading Miss 
Haversham. For real life is 
more than a Christmas or a 
wedding postponed. 

Like Gerald Ford, Mayor 
Feinstein has served her pur¬ 
pose: she has purred and 

limped us through a season of 
bereavement — for which we 
will be indefinitely appreciative. 
The time has come to face up 
to the messy business that lies 
ahead. For the Gay community 
to be- satisfied recollecting on 
glowworm gestures of a decade 
ago — is a posture of abandon. 
As far as Gays go, Mayor Fein¬ 
stein has never more than 
hooked pinkies with them. She 
has never firmly clasped them 
by the hand. Some would even 
say she has year after year held 
them at arm’s length . . . nose 
averted, because she never in 
her core approved of who we 
were, what we did, and how 
we lived. Her kind was never a 
Harvey Milk; it was always a 
Dan White. 

Life during the 12 month 
regency has been less than a 


picnic for Gay men and Lesbi¬ 
ans. It has been one horror, 
double cross, and setback after 
another. The evidence is there. 
With this record, what could 


Moscone vs. Feinstein 


Violent crimes of all kinds in¬ 
creased markedly in San Fran¬ 
cisco last month compared to 
October of last year, the police 
department disclosed recently. 

There were seven murders 
compared to four the previous 
year, 36.4 percent more rob¬ 
beries, 18 percent more aggra¬ 
vated assaults, and 17 percent 
more forcible rapes in October, 
1979, than in October, 1978. 

Police reported 701 robber¬ 
ies compared to 514 a year 
ago; 334 aggravated assaults 
compared to 283 a year ago;

and 55 rapes versus 47 in 
October, 1978. 

The incidence of non-violent 
crimes dropped slightly in all 
categories for the same period, 
however. Burglaries were 
down 2 percent, larceny down 
3.6 percent and car thefts 
dropped 2.3 percent. 

Because there are many 
more non-violent crimes than 
violent crimes each month, the 
overall rise in the crime rate last 
month was slight — 6275 
crimes compared to 6159 a 
year ago — up 1.9 percent.

MAYOR 
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MY RECORD 

I was the first attorney in San 
Francisco to successfully 
defend a Gay man who was 
being discriminated against by 
Federal Civil Service on 
account of his sexual orienta¬ 
tion. This occurred in 1962, 
long before it was popularly 
accepted to defend Lesbians 
and Gay men in the courts. I 
am one of the few, and certain¬ 
ly one of the first, attorneys in 
San Francisco to sue success¬ 
fully the San Francisco Police 
Department on behalf of a Gay 
client. In 1968 I won a lawsuit 
against the Police Department 
for a Gay man who was beaten 
up by a member of the San 
Francisco Police Department. 

I have supported every law 
prohibiting discrimination on 
the basis of race, sex or sexual 
preference. The Gay commu¬ 
nity rightfully seeks full partici¬ 
pation in society without dis¬ 
crimination or harassment. 
This is the legitimate civil rights 
issue which is so often ignored 
by politicians who court the 
Gay community at election 
time, yet express concern that 
the Gay lifestyle “may be offen¬ 
sive” in Ladies Home Journal 
articles. 

I seek no debate on whether 
the Gay lifestyle is offensive or 
inoffensive. I firmly state that 
the right of Lesbians and Gay 
men to live free from discrimi¬ 
nation and harassment is a 
basic individual right which 
cannot be compromised or 
subject to debate. 

My concern for individual 
rights extends to the area of 
public policy and politics. 
Harvey Milk and I shared some 
difficult times together. I was 
the only ^elected Democratic 
official publicly to protest the 
removal of Harvey Milk from 
the Board of Permit Appeals 
when Harvey announced his 



intention to run for the Assem¬ 
bly. I was also the only elected 
Democratic official to support 
Harvey when he thereafter ran 
for the Assembly in 1976. 

The issue to me then was 
quite simple: no one should be 
blackballed out of politics be¬ 
cause he or she happened to 
be Gay; or because he or she 
decided to buck the establish¬ 
ment. Harvey was Gay, and he 
bucked the establishment. I am 
proud that during a difficult 
time I strongly defended his 
basic right to seek elective 
office. 

In addition to supporting 
legislation to end discrimina¬ 
tion against Lesbians and Gay 
men, I have supported issues 
which have a direct impact on a 
Gay person’s civil rights and 
quality of life in San Francisco. 
I co-authored the Resolution 
that expanded the Human 
Rights Commission to specifi¬ 
cally include Gay members. 
When asked to support the 
Gay police recruitment 
program, I did so enthusiasti¬ 
cally, and issued my comments 
to the press — long before my 
opponent made any statement 
for public consumption. 

As I stated in a July 1979 
press release concerning the 
Gay recruitment program, “I 
have always believed and 
stated that discrimination has 
no place in Civil Service. If we 
are to provide fairness and 
equity, then all persons, re¬ 
gardless of their sexual prefer¬ 
ence, should be accorded the 
right to compete equally to be¬ 
come police officers. It is my 
hope that the persons presently 
in the recruitment program will 
have the support of other 


It is my belief that District 
Elections are here to stay, and I 
will not be a part of any effort to 
get rid of District Elections. 

Finally, and perhaps most 
importantly, the new mayor 
will direct the police depart¬ 
ment and select the new chief. 
Under the Charter, the mayor 
is responsible for the enforce¬ 
ment of all laws pertaining to 
the municipality. This is a 
solemn obligation that in many 
ways is unique to San Francis¬ 
co. The ultimate responsibility 
for equal and fair law enforce¬ 
ment rests with the mayor, and 
not with any other person or 
administrative body. 

During the past year, there 
have been many complaints 
from Lesbians and Gay men 
about the treatment of the Gay 
community by the police 
department. There is a sense 
that when a Gay person 
requests police protection, that 
somehow the response is not 
as quick or as evenhanded as it 
should be. Under my adminis¬ 
tration, I will take personal re¬ 
sponsibility to assure that police 
services and protection are the 
same at 18th and Castro asit is 
at 20th and Taraval. There will 
be absolutely no place for 
abuses in law enforcement 
such as those which occurred 
at the Crystal Hotel, Peg’s 
Place, Amelia’s, and the 
Elephant Walk. 

The appointment of a new 
police chief will be one of the 
most important appointments 
of the next mayor. I am firmly 
committed to involving the Gay 
community in that process and 
will be soliciting suggestions 
from the Gay community for 
the new chief. My criteria for 
selection will be as follows: 

1. the new chief must be willing 
to direct equal and fair law en¬ 
forcement in all neighbor¬

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elected officials both during 
their training and thereafter as 
police officers.” 

When the Civil Service 
Commission staff attempted to 
create a new police eligibility list 
— thus gutting the Gay recruit¬ 
ment program — I called atten¬ 
tion to this maneuver, and the 
recruitment of Gay police offi¬ 
cers continued. 

GAY LIFE UNDER 
QUENTIN KOPP 

As mayor, I will continue to 
speak out against any attempt 
to discriminate against Gay 
people. My administration will 
include the full participation of 
Lesbians and Gay men com¬ 
mensurate with the extent of 
the Gay community in San 
Francisco. The Gay 
community will be fully repre¬ 
sented on Boards and Com¬ 
missions — not in token 
appointments, but in 
appointment of real responsi¬ 
bility where critical decisions 
are made. 

It is my intention to have up¬ 
front Gay staff members on my 
personal staff in the Mayor’s 
Office. Again, these will be 
appointments to positions of 
real responsibility and now 
“window dressing” 

appointments. The City 
bureaucracy too must reflect 
the contributions the Gay com¬ 
munity can make to running 
government. There is a mutual 
responsibility in governing San 
Francisco which requires that 
all groups, including the Gay 
community, be given the right 
to participate fully in City 


hoods; 2. the chief must un¬ 
derstand the City and be sensi¬ 
tive to San Francisco’s ethnic, 
racial and social diversity; and, 
3. the chief must be a strong 
leader who will not be pres¬ 
sured into any position which 
would compromise the ability 
of the chief to enforce all laws 
equally and compassionately. I 
have an open mind about the 
new chief. Unlike my oppo¬ 
nent, I have not limited the 
selection process to include 
solely captains from within the 
department in order to obtain 
the endorsement of the Police 
Officers’ Association. I want to 
keep the selection process 
open because I want to get the 
best person for the job. 

In conclusion, I am pledged 
to making San Francisco work 
again. We have the talent with¬ 
in our City to solve our prob¬ 
lems and to assure that govern¬ 
ment is fair and equitable. As 
mayor, I will continue to sup¬ 
port individual rights and 
assure that the Gay community 
is fully represented in City gov¬ 
ernment. 

Members of the Gay com¬ 
munity must be equal partici¬ 
pants in the rights and respon¬ 
sibilities of government. Only 
by assuring that the mayor’s 
office is open and responsive 
can we work together to 
achieve this goal.

RED LIGHT ABATEMENT 

After last winter’s furor over 
what constituted a private vs. a 
public operation, Smith plans a 
policy where everyone under¬ 
stands the DA’s office position.

recent days his campaigners 
have dug deep into the politi¬ 
cal cesspools to rough-up new¬ 
comer Arlo Smith. Smith 
hasn’t taken the distortions 
lightly — they keep him awake 
nights. All of which suggests 
that the man is more truly pro¬ 
fessional than politician. 

B.A.R. asked Smith to item¬ 
ize some of his policies vis a vis 
the Gay community. We sat 
with Smith for an hour in 
Castro Street’s popular Patio 
Cafe. Smith is not a phrase- 
maker; he is given to cautious, 
measured statements. 

One thing he assured us of 
was that Gay people would 
never be a target of his admin¬ 
istration. 

One of the first things he 
promises on taking office is an 
immediate review of the entire 
procedural mechanism of the 
DA’s office. A second priority 
will be to sit down with the 
SFPD to coordinate their 
philosophies: there is no need 
for them to arrest people whom 
his office won’t prosecute and 
there is a need for the police to 
make proper arrests on crimes 
Smith and his staff want to 
prosecute. 

VIOLENT CRIME 

Says Smith, “I plan to per¬ 
sonally review every case of, 
felonious assault.” In San Fran¬ 
cisco 25% of all those arrested 
for felonious assault are put 
back on the streets vs. 3% in 
Alameda County. “We’ve got 
to be sure there’s some follow¬ 
up in these cases — when 25% 
of violent attackers’ cases are 


vate club owners and members 
of the Gay community and re¬ 
view the guidelines. I want 
everyone concerned,” he 
stated, “to understand where I 
am and where they are.” 

Before he moves against any 
operation there will have to be 
evidence of 1. a public nui¬ 
sance with a complaint by an 
interested party; 2. a demon¬ 
strated rip-off; 3. violence (par¬ 
ticularly with regard to pimps 
and panderers). Once again, 
he will not be moved by false 
reports. Smith in no way is in¬ 
viting an open season for pros¬ 
titution but that those arrested 
will be tried for more serious 
offenses. There will be no re¬ 
volving door policy, and the 
citizenry will be obligated to 
share the responsibility in cur¬ 
tailing abuses. 

GAY APPOINTMENTS 

Smith pledged, “The DA’s 
office must reflect the entire 
community, and that includes 
the Gay community.” A notice 
will come out announcing 
vacancies and says Smith, “I 
intend to recruit from both the 
Bar Association as well as from 
the law schools.” 

COMMUNITY 

INVOVLEMENT 

“I intend,” says Smith, “to 
have an open door policy — to 
all neighborhoods — for those 
who feel they have no access to 
the criminal justice system. I 
will be accessible.” He plans to 
continue to go out into the 
community (the Gay commu¬ 
nity included) giving talks,

B.A.R. TAKES QUENTIN 

Elsewhere in this issue of B.A.R. will be found detailed 
assessments of Mayor Feinstein’s year in office and her 
most recent theatricals from a Gay point of view, and also 
a presentation of how Quentin Kopp has responded and 
will respond to the Gay community in his own words. 

The struggle for many Gays in this vital run-off election 
is the tug between the heart and the head, the pull of the 
mother figure'pitted against the repulsion of the father 
figure. It is not so much the battle between liberal versus 
conservative, but populist versus brahmin. 

The B.A.R. is convinced that head should reign over 
heart for all the reasons listed elsewhere. We believe that 
Quentin Kopp offers the Gay community the best pros¬ 
pects for a livable, visible four years. His will be an admin¬ 
istration in which we will earn our respect and prove our 
potential . . . inside the system rather than puppeted on 
the fringes. Remember, Kopp will be cleaning house at 
City Hall, and Dianne is all but committed to hold on to 
who she’s got. Openings for Gays will be few and far 
between. 

One last consideration cemented our convictions. 
Harvey Milk died heavily in debt — financially, person¬ 
ally, and politically. 

Over the past year on-going efforts have beer 
mounted to raise the money to pay what he owed. It was 
an obligation the Gay community willingly assumed. 

Many people helped Harvey reach the plateau he had 
struggled toward for so many years. Not the least of these 
people was Quentin Kopp, who championed Harvey’s 
cause against the system. Kopp was Harvey’s kick-off 
speaker when Harvey ran for the Assembly. Quentin 
campaigned for him; he sent off 15,000 letters under his 
name to his constituents. True to form, the establishment 
was stronger than the two of them. The two men — while 
often on different sides of an issue — continued to 
respect one another. In all his papers Harvey never 
attacked Quentin Kopp — unlike Dianne Feinstein who 
was a repeated target for Harvey’s broadsides. He would 
never have supported her for Mayor. 

Harvey never had an opportunity to repay Quentin 
Kopp for those early boosts — and political debts are as 
obligatory as any financial ones. 

Over the past year the B.A.R. has assumed the re¬ 
sponsibility of helping close out Harvey’s accounts. In this 
instance — in lending our support to Quentin Kopp, as 
most assuredly would Harvey had he been alive — we 
feel we are giving to Quentin Kopp a chance — from an 
unlikely source — as he gave to Harvey when it was all 
uphill and a lonely pilgrimage. 

Account closed! And hopefully a new era for Gay 
participation will begin.

POLICE HARASSMENT . . . AGAIN 

★ Last night, Sunday, around 11:30pm, I was in 
Union Square reading a newspaper, seated on a 
bench. Two officers in an SFPD van, one Oriental, 
the other Latin, rolled up on the sidewalk next to me 
and the Oriental called out the window that “the park 
is closed.” I told him I didn’t understand what that 
meant. He repeated himself, louder, more belliger¬ 
ent. I said 1 knew what “closed” meant in relation to a 
business or private grounds, but couldn’t relate that to 
a public place, one without any service window or 
gate that could be “closed.” 

Both policemen now got out, demanded identifica¬ 
tion (for what purpose? to see if my driver’s license 
was stamped MUGGER. PSYCHOPATH or some¬ 
thing?), grew increasingly hostile and escalated the 
harassment to “put the paper down,” “stand against 
the van,” “spread your legs” shoving me and twisting 
my arm to pat me down (for weapons? based on what 
wild inference? to humiliate me for talking back?), 
ordering me to get out or go to jail. Their attitude sug¬ 
gested this was their private preserve and I was a dan¬ 
gerous intruder. At no time did they address me as a 
fellow citizen of any rank, or one with an entitlement 
to be presumed innocent of wrong-doing without 
some clue to the contrary, but instead I was a criminal 
(“loitering,” another way of saying “because I say so”) 
and could evade arrest only if I could satisfy them I 
deserved to be exempted, by obeying their peremp¬ 
tory commands, which they didn’t bother to justify 
except by “it’s the law!” 

There isn’t any reasonable response to ignorance 
and intransigence, so I left. 

Surely one can see how wasteful this routine is: in 
tempers, theirs and mine, and in police manpower, 
stupidly squandered where these two created a 
problem where none existed before! I’m not even 
going to complain that they should’ve been chasing 
rapists — routine patrols can serve a purpose, too. 
But if the force is ever to function for solving prob¬ 
lems or cooling situations'down to avoid turmoil, 
they’ve got to know how to ignore some non-crisis 
situations and especially to keep cool and reason¬ 
able themselves or they’re going to be worse than 
useless. I can’t think of a single situation in the com¬ 
munity (barring paramilitary operations like snipers) 
where problems can be solved or the peace preserved 
by a cop who’s unable to control his temper and 
shouts orders like he was the law, who shows no re¬ 
spect whatever for citizens he alleges he serves, and 
who is so sure of his unchangeable black-and-white 
cartoon of everyday realities that he can’t permit a 
private citizen to exercise any judgment or responsi¬ 
bility toward keeping the peace and thus strangles the 
one available helpful attitude that might make his job 
successful. 

I’m not including any badge numbers nor directing 
the complaint at any individual, because EVERY 
CONTACT I HAVE EVER HAD WITH THE SFPD 
HAS BEEN OF THIS SAME MORONIC LEVEL, 
over some 18 years I’ve lived here! The problem is 
general, systematic, maybe even incurable, but I am 
NEVER going to give up criticizing the Department 
overt his diseased attitude until it changes or I die!

A LOOK BACK AT NOVEMBER 27,1978 

★ I was hesitant about going to the candlelight march 
in memory of Harvey Milk. The memory of the vio¬ 
lence on May 21st was still on my mind, and there 
seems to me to be a kind of hero worshop about 
Harvey going around I can’t quite identify with. Saint 
Harvey. Wouldn’t he have had a good laugh over 
that! At any rate, I ended up going anyhow, and I am 
glad I did. 

Harvey Milk had had a vision — that he would be 
shot because he was openly Gay. I think there are 
many Gay people who believe that Dan White killed 
Harvey Milk because Harvey was Gay. Harvey, how¬ 
ever, had allegedly been instrumental in blocking 
White from getting back into political office. In White’s 
murder confession, he said he had gone to ask 
Harvey why. In White’s own words, “He (Harvey) 
just kind of smirked at me . . . and then I got flushed 
and hot and shot him.” 

Perhaps White would not have shot Harvey if 
Harvey had not been open about being Gay. I doubt 
it. White shot George Moscone too! I think if there is a 
motive to be found in this, it is not that Dan White 
shot Harvey Milk because he was Gay, but rather that 
Dan White felt, justly or unjustly, that neither Harvey 
Milk nor George Moscone had played it straight with 
him. I am reminded of some graffiti I read on a rest¬ 
room wall in Berkeley recently: “Don’t fuck with 
cowards. They’ll kill you.” 

Harvey Milk had had a vision — that if he were 
murdered, that Gays across the country would come 
out of their closets. In terms of the Gay movement 
and Gay consciousness, the motive behind Harvey’s 
murder becomes incidental. Harvey represents the 
ideal of the upfront Gay in our society, a vision that 
lives on in those of us he left behind.

Your awareness of who 
we are, what we do, and of the overall problem of 
alcohol and drug abuse in the Gay community is our 
foremost goal. 

Acceptance House is the oldest Gay residential 
treatment program in the nation. Our main source of 
funding is a contract with the City and County of San 
Francisco, Bureau of Alcoholism. We serve more 
than 100 clients a year, and most are completely 
without resources when first admitted. In post- 
Proposition 13 California, the financial situation be¬ 
comes bleaker almost daily. Any contribution you 
may be able to make is completely tax deductible. 

Alcoholism and drug abuse is the number one life 
threatening health hazard faced by the Gay commu¬ 
nity. It is not the problem of some lowly sub-strata. 
Just like the Gay community in general, “It is every¬ 
where.” Only it’s more everywhere in our commu¬ 
nity. The incidence of alcoholism or problem drinking 
is at least four times higher in the Gay population than 
in American society at large. Whatever the cause of 
this may be, the problem is ours to deal with. Your 
awareness and possibly your contribution would be of 
real assistance to us and to the people we serve.

Scott “Kopps Out” for Feinstein

David Scott, the Gay candi¬ 
date who finished third in the 
race for Mayor in the Novem¬ 
ber 6 election, endorsed Mayor 
Feinstein December 3 for a full 
term. Scott told me, “Quite 
simply, Kopp made it easy for 
me to endorse Dianne.” Scott 
said he felt that “Quentin has 
had months to at least promise 
a Gay police commissioner 
(something Feinstein did, 
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reluctantly) but hasn’t done so, 
and obviously has no intentions 
of doing so.” In last Sunday’s 
paper, Scott told Examiner 
political writer W. E. Barnes 
that Kopp’s attitudes and per¬ 
ceptions are “deeply rooted in 
the 1950’s.” He (Scott) 
charged that Kopp was in 
essence “stonewalling” the Gay 
community, saying, in effect, 
“you don’t matter, you don’t 
count.” Scott told me in the 
days immediately following the 
November 6 election that he 
was inclined to endorse Kopp, 
feeling that the Supervisor 
would probably offer more to 
the Gay community. Scott now 
says that after a number of 
meetings with Kopp and his 
campaign managers, he is now 
convinced that a conscious de¬ 
cision has been made in the 
Kopp camp that the “Aliotos, 
the Barbagelatas, and the 
Calvin Welches are the ones 
the Kopp people are 
concerned about, not the 
Gays.”

insisted that no deal had been 
made with Feinstein in return 
for his endorsement. Scott is 
known to harbor further 
political ambitions, and one re¬ 
port has him seriously contem¬ 
plating a run next year for the 
State Senate seat now held by 
Milton Marks. 

No one can determine how 
many votes the new-found en¬ 
dorsement means for the Fein¬ 
stein campaign, but some who 
had voted for Scott on Novem¬ 
ber 6 were still waiting to see 
where he would go in the run¬ 
off. One of the points that was 
important to Scott was the can¬ 
didates’ commitment to work 
to retain District Elections — 
Scott asked for this commit¬ 
ment from both candidates, 
and Feinstein agreed to sup¬ 
port the concept and, accord¬ 
ing to Scott, “Kopp, again, 
would not commit himself.”

National Gay Business Group 
Formed in NYC

Growing out of a preliminary 
meeting held in San Francisco 
during Gay Pride Week, a na¬ 
tional organization of Gay busi¬ 
nesses was formed last month 
in New York City. Though still 
young by any measure, the 
National Association of Busi¬ 
ness Councils boasts 1,500 
members representing 14 
cities. 

The NABC will serve to rep¬ 
resent the interests and views 
of the Gay business community 
to the larger business commu¬ 
nity at the national level. The 
Association has already re¬ 
sponded to anti-Gay remarks 
made by World Airways Presi¬ 
dent and Chairman of the 
Board Ed Daly in a memo to 
striking employees. Daly 
wrote, “The Teamsters have 
gone on record in support of 
queers as reported recently in a 
San Francisco newspaper. This 
company doesn’t need hood¬ 
lums, racketeers, queers. . .” In 
a letter sent to Daly, with 
copies forwarded to the 
National Gay Task Force and 
State Assemblyman Art Agnos, 
the NABC registered its dis¬ 
pleasure with the remarks in 
the memo. 

By serving as a national net¬ 
work of Gay businesses, the 
NABC will assist those con¬ 
cerns that wish to reach a Gay 
market beyond their own im¬ 
mediate geographic territories. 
Future projects in this direction 
include a national directory of 
Gay businesses and a demo¬ 
graphic study of the Gay 
market in the U.S., says Asso¬ 
ciation Vice President Arthur 
Lazere. 


The National Association of 
Business Councils plans to 
offer information packages to 
help Gay business groups 
organize at the local level, sug¬ 
gesting techniques and types of 
philanthropic, educational, and 
public service programs Gay 
business organizations can pro¬ 
vide for their communities. 

The Association has chosen 
an interim Executive Commit¬ 
tee of five persons. Holding a 
one-year term as President is 
Jerry Schiff of the Greater 
Gotham Business Council, 
New York City’s Gay business 
association. Working with the 
president, and next in line for 
the office, is President-elect 
Jean O’Leary, Los Angeles 
real estate agent and former 
co-chair of the National Gay 
Task Force. Other members of 
the Executive Committee are 
Vice President Arthur Lazere, 
Secretary Arthur Peterson, and 
Treasurer Jack Campbell, one 
of the founders of the Club 
Bath chain. To assure diverse 
representation, a woman will 
succeed a man in the office of 
President, and vice versa. 

The National Association of 
Business Councils will hold a 
formal meeting in Houston this 
coming May, where the interim 
Committee is expected to be 
officially approved, and other 
organizational business will be 
taken up. Those interested in

FEINSTEIN PROTECT GAYS FROM 
EMPLOYMENT DISCRIMINATION?

There used to be a saying in 
the theatre world that without 
the support of the Jewish and 
the Gay population, you could 
shut down every theater on 
Broadway.

He is also the victim of job dis¬ 
crimination because of sexual 
orientation in a city which pro¬ 
fesses “tolerance.” 


didn’t answer. There’s a lot of 
pressure on him these days. 
There’s also a lot of pressure on 
Feinstein from her wealthy 
friends in Pacific Heights. The 
issue is a very ugly one. It’s 
called employment discrimina¬ 
tion in city government due to 
sexual orientation.

MONEY TALKS 

The arts depend on patron¬ 
age dollars for survival. Help 
comes from foundations, cor¬ 
porations, and the wealthy. In 
most cities certain posts fall to 
people who have donated 
large sums for civic causes. It’s 


The gay community deserves 
and expects specific commit¬ 
ments from candidates seeking 
our votes. 

Of the candidates for Mayor, 
only Dianne Feinstein has 
specifically responded to our 
concerns regarding City 
government. 

Dianne Feinstein has promised 
to do the following: 

"I will appoint a lesbian or gay man to the police 
commission, and I will consult with a wide cross-section 
of the community prior to that appointment/' 

"I will appoint a police chief who is sensitive to the con¬ 
cerns of the gay community, and who is fully com¬ 
mitted to recruiting, training and integrating lesbians 
and gay men into the force. No one who has a history 
of antagonism with the gay community will be 
appointed/' 

"I will establish an advisory committee to screen all can¬ 
didates for commission appointments in my new admini¬ 
stration. Lesbians and gay men will serve on this com¬ 
mittee, and a specific task of the committee will be to in¬ 
crease the participation of openly gay women and men 
in City government." 

Don't settle for her opponent's 
vague allusions to "respecting 
the diversity of San Francisco ." 

Our best opportunity to partici¬ 
pate in the decisions that will 
shape the future of San 
Francisco is with 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein. 
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a small honor to these people 
for their generosity. Without 
their help many would be de¬ 
prived of the opera, ballet, 
theater, museums, libraries, 
etc. Occasionally, accusations 
of elitism in the arts surface: 
that these donors have special 
privileges, or are insensitive to 
the masses. But money is 
always the bottom line. Money 
also means power. 

Within San Francisco there 
has been a shift in the distribu¬ 
tion of wealth and power. 
Approximately 20 percent of 
the money passed through San 
Francisco ends up warming a 
Gay pocket at one point or an¬ 
other. The increasing influx of 
Gays to the Bay area has 
caused neighborhoods to ex¬ 
perience dramatic changes as 
Gays move in, renovate and 
upgrade pockets of the city. 
Now there is increased friction 
with a very peculiar minority, 
the old-line society rich. The 


battleground is the arts. The 
war is over new money, new 
power, and a change of gen¬ 
erations. The weaponry is 
appalling. 

One local arts figure depicted 
the distribution of money in 
San Francisco as follows: “First 
there’s the old line Pacific 
Heights crowd. Then there’s 
the acceptable Jews, then the 
unacceptable Jews. Then 
comes the nouveau riche, then 
those people who have just 
come into their trust funds, and 
last, the minority rich.” One 
minority figure who became 
active in the arts is now on the 
verge of bankruptcy. Victor 
Wong, a Chinese-American, 
became an arts entrepreneur in 
the Bay area. His operation, 
Fine Arts Development, pre¬ 
sented the Royal Ballet and the 
Ballet Nacional de Cuba this 
past summer in Berkeley. 
Wong could not get into the 
War Memorial Opera House

because the Board of Trustees 
shelved his rental request with¬ 
out even considering it. It was a 
blatant restraint of trade. Wong 
wasn’t one of “their kind.” 

WHO OWNS THE 
OPERA HOUSE? 

The War Memorial is a curi¬ 
ous facility — perhaps the only 
municipally built and owned 
opera house in the United 
States. As such, it is owned 
and operated by the people; it 
is not owned by the San Fran¬ 
cisco Opera. Nor is it owned by 
the society clique who sit on 
the Board of Trustees. It be¬ 
longs to the voters; and, as 
stated by Quentin Kopp, it 
should accurately represent the 
interests of the voting populace 
of San Francisco. 

Earlier this year Michael 
Raines, as Managing Director 
of the War Memorial, struggled 
to convince the Trustees that it 
would be a good idea to have 
! Sylvester perform at the Opera 
House. He was met with great 
resistance about “the kind of 
people who are going to come 
to such an event.” The evening 
was a sellout, netting a hefty 
profit. But at the next meeting 
of the Trustees there were bitter 
recriminations from Board 
members who found empty 
champagne glasses in their 
boxes. “If any of OUR people 
had done that, we would have 
sent them a bill and they would 
have had it cleaned up,” they 
roared. Philip Boone, Vice- 
President of the Board, is 
reported to have argued, “I 
only serve champagne when 
I’m entertaining royalty in my 
box.” Few people who 
attended the Sylvester concert 
would deny that there were 
more queens in the Opera 
House that night than Mr. 
Boone will entertain in his box 
during his entire lifetime. 

But that concert was the 
straw that broke the camel’s 
back. The Trustees wanted 
Raines out. The pressure to 
have him replaced was nicely 
disguised under the aura of a 
“search” by professional 
“headhunters” for a new 
Managing Director. The heat 
jwas on. 

Last year I interviewed an 
opera singer who stated, “It’s 
no secret that a lot of homo¬ 
sexuals work in the arts. But 
someone always gets nervous 
that TOO many Gays will scare 
off patronage dollars. So a 
young talent down at the bot¬ 
tom of the ladder falls by the 
wayside. It’s ridiculous that it 
should still happen in this day

because of bigotry. Trustees 
stand in contempt of municipal 
and state statutes which forbid 
discrimination against an indi¬ 
vidual on the basis of sexual 
orientation. 

TAKE THE MONEY 
AND RUN 

Go to the Opera House on a 
Wednesday night during the 
Fall opera season. Examine the 
audience mix. It is no different 
than walking into a Gay bar in 
the financial district. Perhaps 
the chandeliers are nicer. But 
there can be no doubt about 
who’s buying tickets. A signifi¬ 
cant portion of that audience is 
Gay. Any arts promoter in this 
town who ignores the power of 
the Gay ticket buyer is playing 
to a half-empty house. 

Gays have more dispensable 
income and are highly edu¬ 
cated in the arts. They are the 
prime entertainment market in 
this city. They donate hefty 
sums to the arts. But the old- 
line Pacific Heights crowd 
would really be happier if Gays 
would just give the money and 
not make themselves so “obvi¬ 
ous.” It’s not a question of giv¬ 
ing money. Some people just 
don’t realize that their lifestyle 
can be “offensive.” Arts organ¬ 
izations hunger for the iceberg 
of funds lying in the Gay com¬ 
munity but fear the results if 
Gays take the donor spotlight 
away from the brahmins who 
consider the War Memorial to 
be their privileged toy. 

Should the Mayor cave in to 
pressure from her friends in 
Pacific Heights, she will prob¬ 
ably end up as a co-defendant 
in one of the ugliest employ¬ 
ment discrimination lawsuits 
this city has ever seen. She has 
old loyalties to many of these 
people. They have backed her 
and donated money to her 
previous campaigns. She is not 
about to ask them all to resign 
their positions as Trustees of 
the War Memorial. It wouldn’t 
be nice. 

But the Board’s discrimina¬ 
tory practices have so angered 
one member that he stormed 
out of the meeting when they 
announced George Matson as 
Raines’ successor. Adrian 
Gruhn’s disgust was so great 
that he could not sit in the same 
room with his fellow Trustees. 
The man who paid for the 
restoration of the Herbst The¬ 
atre has angrily taken Fein- 
stein’s election signs out of the 
windows of his Pacific Heights 
mansion. Gruhn has a reputa¬ 
tion as a man of principle. His 
indignation at the treatment of 
Michael Raines may be the sole 
sign of honesty on the Board of 
Trustees. 

Coverage of the situation by 
the two major dailies has been 
curious. There has been men¬ 
tion that Mr. Raines is “a 
bachelor” and that promotion 
material for his successor, 
George Matson, depicts 
Matson as very strongly mar¬ 
ried. But it’s no secret that both 
Hearst papers have strong ties 
to the Pacific Heights crowd.' 
Earlier this year Commanday 
was told to cool it when he kept 
stressing Raines as the only 
candidate for the job. Com¬ 
manday threw up his hands in 
disgust, mumbling that he’d 
prefer to just review perform¬ 
ances than write about the poli¬ 
tics of the arts community. 
Michael Walsh’s most recent 
Sunday piece was a complete 
whitewash of the Raines affair. 
But Walsh also lives in Pacific 
Heights and is probably the 


CAN RAINES BE SAVED? 

Will Feinstein make the cru¬ 
cial move? If she does, she ful¬ 
fills the job function of Mayor in 
protecting the civil rights of city 
employees. That is her duty as 
Mayor of the City and County 
of San Francisco. But she is 
under no obligation to act 
quickly to prevent Raines from 
losing his job. Last week Fein¬ 
stein sent a letter to Philip 
Boone asking for “an explana¬ 
tion.” That accomplished a lot. 

Of course, Dianne could 
come storming to the rescue at 
the last minute, promoting her¬ 
self as the mother-protector of 
Gay civil rights. But after 
enough similar such stories in 
the news, it would lack a cer¬ 
tain amount of credibility. 
Didn’t Dianne save lives by 
pounding on the doors of a 
burning building? Didn’t 
Dianne lead an emotional 
pray-in at at Tavern Guild 
meeting because she was too 
choked up to go through with a 
political debate against Quentin 
Kopp? These activities make 
for great campaign copy. But 
most citizens of San Francisco 
are convinced that Feinstein 
will only act on behalf of a 
minority when it is politically 
expedient to her 11th hour 
clincher rather than when such 
action is a moral necessity. I 
suspect she will employ the 
same political cock-teasing 
techniques she used in choos¬ 
ing a Supervisor for District 5, 
or in dealing with Chief Charles 
Gain. “I’m sure we can talk 
about it after the election is 
over,” she told Raines 

While he waits (and 
possibly to no avail), Raines 
stands to suffer severe emo¬ 
tional and professional scars 
which may stay with him for 
the rest of his life. If a miracle 
occurs he may survive a 
lengthy, unpleasant lawsuit; re¬ 
gain his job and get a new 
Board of Trustees to work with. 
But at present, the Trustees of 
the War Memorial have tossed 
him to the wolves with glee and 
malice aforethought. He is the 
victim of an appalling set of dis¬ 
criminatory practices. 

Despite anything written to 
date in the dailies about Mr. 
Raines being “a bachelor” or 
Mr. Matson being “married,” 
the hard line truth is that the 
Board of Trustees do not want 
any living, breathing homo¬ 
sexual handling policy and 
management of “their” opera 
house. Victor Wong once 
noted: “San Francisco has the 
potential for having the second 
largest performing arts center in 
the nation. But the future of the 
arts in this city lies in great dan¬ 
ger when so much money and 
so much power rests within the 
hands of so few people.” 

If the case of Michael Raines 
vs. the Board of Trustees is not 
reconciled, this city, its poten¬ 
tial to become the second larg¬ 
est arts community in the na¬ 
tion, and the future of the arts 
in San Francisco will have been 
shattered by bigotry and 
hatred. Don’t forget. This is 
San Francisco. If a person 
works in a municipal job, is 
qualified for that job, has pro¬ 
fessional talent and performs 
well on that job, it is no longer a 
question of ability to perform. 

But if the question of leading 
an “offensive” lifestyle is to be 
the deciding factor, then 
sexism may well prove to be 
the bottom line in what deter¬ 
mines elitism in the arts. Or in 
employment practices. That 
kind of threat calls for character 
assassination of a far more 
subtle and professional nature. 
After all, the arts are a delicate 
business. George Heymont

Gay Rights National Lobby

Over 500 persons partici¬ 
pated in the first National Gay 
Constituent Lobby Day on the 
Monday which followed the 
March on Washington. This 
was the first time that a 
substantial number of Gay con¬ 
stituents have met with their 
Senators and Congresspeople. 

Over 50 Senators’ offices 
and 150 Congresspersons’ 
offices were lobbied during the 
day.

May 21 Defendants Edge Toward 
Trial in Judge Wonder’s Court

From November 27, 1978, 
to the beginning of May, 1979, 
it took five months to put Dan 
White before a jury. Now from 
the May 21 day of the Dan 
White verdicts, more than half 



a year has passed since the ar¬ 
rests of the May 21 Defendants 
and they are still possibly 
months away from a trial. The 
lawyers for the May 21 Defend¬ 
ants and the Police and D.A.’s 
office, however, have clashed 
in court a number of times be¬ 
fore this. One side, the D.A.’s, 
seeks to have speedy trials of 
charges that are simple, con¬ 
crete and specific. So-and-so 
hit so-and-so. All of these 
deeds are felonies and deserve 
quick prosecution. The 
Defense side, just as it was in 
the Dan White case, is focusing 
on the context of the May 21 
events, rather than on the spe¬ 
cific deeds their clients are 
charged with committing. So 
the delays, as might be ex¬ 
pected, have come primarily 
from the defense. 

The Defense says it is willing 
to go to trial and jury, as long 
as it has the evidence it seeks, 
which evidence at the present 
time is in the custody of the 
D.A.’s office or the Police 
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Department, or available 
through them. The appearance 
in court last week was partly to 
argue the Defense motion, filed 
by lawyer Schwartzbach on be¬ 
half of client Lundgren, for the 
District Attorney to produce 
such records as the following: 
names and addresses of all 
who have complained to the 
S.F. Police Department of bias 
against Gays, action numbers 
of all suits against officers in¬ 
volving excessive force and 
prejudice against Gays, 
performance evaluations, 
records of those officers who 
worked with Dan White and 
who also were on duty at City 
Hall the night of May 21, 1979 
— but Butterworth of the 
D.A.’s office was there to 
oppose the motion, because 
the prosecution’s view is that all 
this is irrelevant to the particu¬ 
lar felonious crimes charged 
against the defendants. 

Ironically, the D.A.’s office 
finds itself involved in the 
prosecution of another case 
like the Dan White, where the 
defendants’ claim their deed 
must be seen in the context of 
its background according to the 
defendants, which led them to 
diminished capacity acts in the 
midst of riots. The Defense has 
made reference to “victim 
officers,” and by the same 
token there should be named 
“victim citizens,” in this case all | 
to some extent victims of Dan 
White’s deeds on November 
27, 1978. 

Because of an ironic timing, 
though, the law’s delays may 
not work to the advantage of 
the May 21 Defendants, But¬ 
terworth believes. By the time 
their cases caome to trial, the 
new D.A. will be in, and if as 
widely expected it will be Mr. 
Arlo Smith, he will hardly be in 
a mood for anything less than 
the most rigorous prosecution 
(a questionnaire assumption). 

From the Defense point of 
view, the accumulation of the 
evidence sought is crucial to 
their case. 


Lawyer Kyan: l his is abso¬ 
lutely crucial! What are the cir¬ 
cumstances that led up to the 
arrest and the beating? Those 
are the factors. There were 
anti-Gay remarks made before 
the arrests, to these defendants 
by these officers. We need to 
find who made them.” So the 
Defense wanted the D.A. and 
the Police to cough up the 
records, so they could be ex¬ 
amined. But Judge Wonder 
said to Ryan: “That’s the prob¬ 
lem (finding the parties 
sought). It’s a burden,” he said 
to lawyer Ryan, “on you and 
your counsel, but that’s what’s 
required.” Then he delivered 
the bombshell at the end of the 
day’s proceedings: “I find an 
insufficient statement of fact,” 
said Judge Wonder, “to 
support the Motion for Discov¬ 
ery. The Motion is denied, 
without prejudice. Discovery is 
to be completed by December 
20 .” 


The Defense had not expect¬ 
ed this. They were thrown off 
by the implications of Judge 
Wonder’s ruling. If they 
worked from their nucleus 
rather than delving deeply into 
records not available to them, 
they were going to confront 
Fifth Amendment problems 
within themselves. To which 
Judge Wonder replied, “I don’t 
see your Fifth Amendment 
problem. I urge you not to get 
involved in jeopardizing any 
Fifth Amendment rights. I be¬ 
lieve you can. I believe you 
can.” His emphasis was unmis- 
takeable encouragement to 
her to make the effort. How¬ 
ever, a veritable mountain of 
material is sought, reports, 
memoranda, photographs, 
tape recordings, film material, 


and the Defense will be hard 
put to come up with sufficient 
names to get all they want. 

Then Judge Wonder re¬ 
turned the troupe to Dept. 1 
and Judge Williamson, where 
the dates of Preliminary Hear¬ 
ings were set at last for the May 
21 Defendants, all set for 9:45 
in Dept. 1, Third Floor, City 
Hall, as follows:

When they asked me to 
speak tonight about Harvey 
Milk, I wasn’t quite sure what it 
was I could say about a man of 
whom so much had been said 
and written in the past year, but 
I recently took the opportunity 
to go through dozens of articles 
that Harvey had written over 
the past few years for the Bay 
Area Reporter, and I found 
that, not surprisingly, their 
message was simple. 

Again and again Harvey 
pointed out who our enemies 
were — and why. Secondly, 
those we could trust — and 
why. A third theme was trying 
to make others see what we 
were seeing through our eyes. 
And finally, and most impor¬ 
tantly — almost stridently — to 
get Gay men and women to 
take stock of their lives, to be 
proud of who and what they 
were, and to, most important¬ 
ly, COME OUT OF THE 
CLOSET. Those who knew 
Harvey at all, knew he often 
spoke of coming out of that 
dreaded closet. For everyone 
who crossed that threshold, for 
Harvey Milk that was a singular 
victory. And, thanks to him, 
we have witnessed in the last 
five years hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of such victories. 

The phrase itself — “in the 
closet” and “come out of the 
closet,” a Gay expression if 
there ever was one — has 
passed into the general vocab¬ 
ulary. Battered wives, rape vic¬ 
tims, child abusers, secret alco¬ 
holics, the incestuous parents 
— all of them have taken a leaf 
from the Gay book and have 
learned that fear and self- 
loathing are part of the prob¬ 
lem — if not, indeed, the prob¬ 
lem itself. And that, my friends 
and friends of Harvey, was the 
problem of Dan White — 
FEAR!! Fear of exposure, fear 
of inadequacy, fear of an in¬ 
dictment, fear of the rejection 
by his friends and family — 
and, in the more vain attempt 
to cover up, to plunge deeper 
into the personal closet of the 
wreckage of his disordered per¬ 
sonal and public life, he 
strapped on his service revolver 


and, like the deer slayer, 
gunned down the two inno¬ 
cents who were nudging him 
out of his dreaded closet. 

Harvey Milk was truly a free 
man and Dan White was a man 
in disgrace — enslaved by his 
fears and hatreds — and that is 
the fundamental difference be¬ 
tween the two men. Harvey 
Milk was just beginning and 
Dan White was finished. 
Harvey Milk was a success and 
Dan White was a failed, bank¬ 
rupt human being. And, ulti¬ 
mately, murder was the black¬ 
ening proof of his depravity. 

Harvey, in his writings and 
speeches (which were often 
one and the same), had an 
additional message for those he 
welcomed out of the closet. 
Once out, don’t stand alone. 
Clasp hands with the Gay man 
or Lesbian nearest to you — 
turn the two into three, the 
three into a club, a panel, an 
organization, a caucus. Today 
— and not only in San Francis¬ 
co, we have blocs of Gay 
doctors, Gay architects, Gay 
political clubs of every stripe, 
Gay business organizations, 
Gay church groups, Gay sports 
leagues, and on and on. And 
from these nuclei of personal 
and professional solidarity, the 
next stage was to stretch out 
our arms to every segment of 
society that was dirt swept 
under the rug by an elitist soci¬ 
ety. The Gay movement today 
has moved out to the minori¬ 
ties, the women’s movement, 
the elderly, and the handi¬ 
capped. And taken together, 
this nation can be re¬ 
established on grander inter¬ 
pretations of liberty and justice 
for every one of us. 

See to it that Gay rights don’t 
go dowrf next year in Santa 
Clara County and San Jose. 

See to it that Gay people 
aren’t kept from visiting this 
country by either a homo- 
phobic Immigration Service or 
the State Department.

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Runner-up Goes to Hennessey 
in Sheriff Race 


Sheriff candidate Mike Hen¬ 
nessey last week announced 
the support of Police Captain 
Ernie Raabe in Hennessey’s bid 
to unseat incumbent Eugene 
Brown December 11. 

Raabe finished third Novem¬ 
ber 6. 

Hennessey is a lawyer in the 
Sheriffs Department orr leave 
to campaign for the top post 
this year. He also picked up the 
endorsements of former Police 
Chief Tom Cahill, City Treas¬ 
urer Tom Scanlon, and the 
executive board of the deputy 
sheriff association two weeks 
ago. 

“As a former police captain 
with 32 years of dedicated 
service to my city, I know the 
importance of strong leader¬ 
ship,” Raabe said during an 
early morning press conference 
November 20 at the Washing¬ 
ton Square Bar and Grill. 

“I’m here today to give my 
total support to Mike Hennes¬ 
sey, because it’s obvious that 
four more years of poor admin¬ 
istration would be a disaster for 
the Sheriff’s Department, for 
the deputies who work under 


him, and for the taxpayers of 
this city. . .” Raabe said in his 
prepared remarks. 

Former Chief Cahill aban¬ 
doned his prepared speech to 
give instead a moving tribute to 
candidate Hennessey. “All I 
have to say now is . . . Mike 
Hennessey has the heart to un¬ 
derstand the human problems 
as well as the ordinary duties of 
sheriff.” 

Cahill was active in the 
Raabe campaign, as were the 
deputy sheriffs who have now 
thrown their support to 
Hennessey. 

“Mike Hennessey is willing to 
work with the deputies,” dep¬ 
uty sheriff Dan Parrish said. 
Parrish heads the court bailiff 
division responsible for guard¬ 
ing the city’s courtrooms. 

Hennessey responded to 
recent prison suicides by pledg¬ 
ing to place more non- 
deputized personnel in the 
county jails to stand watch over 
prisoners. 

The suicides, he said, “were 
indicative of poor administra¬ 
tion in the Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment.”

Project 

San Francisco 

Chief of Police Charles Gain, 
Police Officers’ Association 
President Bob Barry, and 
Police-Gay-Orientation Group 
Coordinator Larry Hughes last 
week jointly made public the 
Police-Gay-Orientation Pro¬ 
gram, which has been estab¬ 
lished within the San Francisco 
Police Department. 

The Police-Gay Orientation 
Program is conducted by re¬ 
sponsible members of San 
Francisco’s more than 100,000 
member Gay community. The 
Police-Gay-Orientation Group 
comprises individuals who are 
active in Council on Religion 
and the Homosexual, Inc., 
Congregation Sha’ar Zahav, 
Metropolitan Community 
Church of San Francisco, Noe 
Valley Merchants’ Association, 
The Gay Legal Referral Serv¬ 
ice, Concerned Market Street 
Merchants, Golden Gate Busi¬ 
ness Association, The San 
Francisco Night Ministry, and 
The San Francisco Council of 
Churches — although the work 
of the Group does not in any 
way represent the official posi¬ 
tion, and is not the product, of 
any of these organizations. 

The Gay Orientation Sylla¬ 
bus, produced by the Group, is 
used in training two groups of 
police officers. A part of the 
Police Academy curriculum is 
devoted to training Police 
Cadets in the realities of the 
Gay community. An additional 
in-service training program has 
been established for orientation 
of supervising officers 
(Captains, Lieutenants, and 
Sergeants). 

According to a press release, 
“The purpose of the Police- 
Gay-Orientation Program is to 
provide a non-political, brief 
education in the scope and 
depth of the Gay community in 
San Francisco. The aim of this 
orientation is to defuse poten¬ 
tial future confrontations. 
There is no reason for either 
police officers or the Gay com¬ 
munity to consider each other a 
hostile force — once each 
group has accurate knowledge 
concerning the other. Gain 


Barry and Hughes all agree 
that knowledge is power — in 
this case, power to prevent 
conflict caused by ignorance.” 

Reversal For 
Amnesty Int’l 

In a reversal of an intended 
policy modification, Amnesty 
international, the human rights 
watch group, has refused to 
add Gays to its list of prisoners 
of conscience. 

Spurred by reports of abuses 
to Gays within the Soviet 
Union and Iran, Amnesty Inter¬ 
national was urged by its 
American members to include 
homosexuals among its con¬ 
cerns in monitoring worldwide 
abuses of human rights. There 
have been many recent reports 
of abuses to Gay persons 
within the Soviet Union and 
Iran. 

While Amnesty’s American 
membership committee had 
pushed for the investigation of 
harassment of sexual minori¬ 
ties, the governing board un¬ 
expectedly refused action on 
the proposal widely reported in 
the U.S. Gay media.

voter turnout means a conserv¬ 
ative victory, that means we 
are in serious trouble. 

When people don’t vote, 
they give up the one access to 
power that is guaranteed 
everyone, no matter how rich 
or poor. But only slightly more 
than half of the people who 
were eligible to vote in the last 
go-round did so, the rest 
express a paralyzing apathy, an 
apathy that may paralyze de¬ 
mocracy if we don’t do some¬ 
thing about it. A liberal or pro¬ 
gressive that does not vote is, 
in my mind, a reactionary, for 
they leave the field open to the 
reactionaries who, after all, 
consistently vote against every¬ 
thing that is important to Lesbi¬ 
ans and Gay men, not to men¬ 
tion all women, ethnic minori¬ 
ties, poor people. 

The source of the apathy, of 
course, is that the apathetic 
perceive no real difference be¬ 
tween the candidates, and 
therefore feel that their vote is 
meaningless. But there are dif¬ 
ferences. Just as the difference 
in the tone of this city has been 
palpable since the double 
assassination that denied us 
Harvey Milk and George 
Moscone, and their growing 
vision, so it makes a difference 
who is on the Board of Super¬ 
visors after December 11, and 
who is the Mayor, and the 
Sheriff. 

MAYOR 
Dianne Feinstein 

' An unholy alliance has 
grown up around the Mayor’s 
race, an alliance between left 
and right. In some ways, the 
alliance is logical, both groups 
are saying the system doesn’t 
work. But since their ideas on 
the correct way to make it work 
are vastly different, the alliance 
is bound to fall apart under 
early stress. 


The left generally believes 
that more services are neces¬ 
sary, and that some way must 
and will be found to fund them. 
The right, on the other hand, 
generally believes that we must 
cut out the “fat,” but the fat 
tends to mean books in the 
library, nurses in clinics, rehab 
workers in the jails, teachers in 
the schools. In the present in¬ 
stance, both the left and the 
right would like to get rid of the 
power group that seems en¬ 
trenched in city politics, on the 
assumption that a new group 
will tend to be more creative. 

I hear my friends who are 
more or less on the left saying 
that Quentin Kopp, the 
Maverick, is more likely to re¬ 
spond to suggestions for 
change because he has fewer 
old debts to pay. But it is 
Quentin Kopp who, at the be¬ 
hest of the Hotel Association 
and the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, ranted and raved in 
1976 about the prostitutes in¬ 
vading the city, causing arrests 
to jump from 150 to 400 a 
month. It is also Quentin Kopp 
who said, as we know, “25 
years of what?” on the 
occasion of Del Martin’s and 
Phyllis Lyon’s 25th anniversary 
of living together without the 
societal web of matrimony. It is 
Quentin Kopp who has con¬ 
sistently tried to get rid of the 
Commission on the Status of 
Women, and made sure that 
the Commission that survived 
his barbs had too small a 
budget to do much good. It is 
Quentin Kopp who, at a time 
when there is a major epidemic 
in teenage pregnancies, has 
voted to table, and thus to kill, 
a program to provide sex edu¬ 
cation to pregnant teenagers. 
And a year and a half ago, 
Quentin Kopp, an attorney and 
a legislator, had the temerity to 
say he didn’t know what the 
ERA said, something it was his 
business to know. 

Dianne Feinstein may not be 
a militant feminist, but she has 
consistently supported „ the 
Commission on the Status of 
Women, the boycott of unrati¬ 
fied states (for which she got 
much criticism), the formation 
of a Mayor’s Office on Child 
Care, and the funding of La 
Casa de las Madres (the only 
shelter for battered women in 
this city). Dianne Feinstein has 
been meeting with feminists for 
months to work on some of the 
issues that keep women, the 
majority, from power. 

Dianne Feinstein also had 
the humility to apologize for 
past remarks about Gay people 
and our behavior, which 
means she has listened all these 
weary months. Listening is 
very important because it 
means that when she does 
make a commitment, it will be 
a real one, and it will be one we 
can build upon. 

SHERIFF 
Michael Hennessey 

Last week as I was driving 
with the radio on, 1 learned that 
one more person had escaped 
from the jail. This time it was a 
women who had somehow not 
been properly booked, and so 
she just walked out. The num¬ 
ber of suicides and walk-aways 


has been alarming, and the in¬ 
cumbent Sheriff seems to be 
defeated at every turn. Michael 
Hennessey, who has the 
support of virtually all the pro¬ 
gressive, creative people in¬ 
volved in prison work, both in¬ 
side the system and fighting the 
system, will bring back the 
creative coalition that tried to 
improve the jails before. He will 
keep the department open to 
women, and especially he will 
keep it open to Lesbians and 
Gay men. He will make sure 
that the services that are pro¬ 
vided to male prisoners are 
pro-vided on an equal basis to 
female prisoners, most particu¬ 
larly the Women’s Work Fur¬ 
lough, one of the few rehabili¬ 
tative programs that exist, a 
program that has been allowed 
to die under Brown. 

DISTRICT 3 
Gordon Lau 

This choice is so obvious, 
that I won’t say much. Gordon 
Lau is a liberal with a good vot¬ 
ing record, and his opponent' is 
an arch conservative. Gordon 
Lau is also one of the few 
voices in the public ear who 
can speak about the problems 
of Asian-Americans, a group 
that is all too often ignored. 

If Lesbians and Gay men are 
to keep the gains we have won, 
and to achieve our full measure 
of acceptance and power in this 
city, then we must have a coali¬ 
tion of liberal and progressive 
legislators on the Board of 
Supervisors. 

DISTRICT 5 
Harry Britt 

I had to do a lot of thinking 
before I decided to support 
Harry Britt in this race. Those 
of you who have been reading 
my column for the past year 
know that I have had some 
strong disagreements with him. 
In part, my final decision to 
vote for him is based on the 
logical extension of some of the 
reasons I supported Kay Pacht- 
ner in the first go-round, partic¬ 
ularly my belief that if the lives 
of women are to change for the 
better, women must be repre¬ 
sented in proportion to their 
numbers in the legislature. I 
have always agreed that it is 
important to have Gays repre¬ 
sented as well, but my first 
commitment is to women since 
I am one. In the run-off, how¬ 
ever, Harry Britt is being 
opposed by a straight white 
man. It is straight white men 
who control this country now, 
and the system rarely benefits 
the rest of us. 

There are other factors as 
well. Although I do not think 
Hallinan is anti-Gay, I think 
that he is convinced that he 
cannot win without the support 
of the more conservative resi¬ 
dents of this district. And so he 
has taken the calculated risk of 
pandering to their dislike of 
Gay people and the changes 
we have made in the district, by 
repeatedly trying to blame the 
riots on Harry Britt. I think that 
makes him dangerous to us. 

Harry Britt, meanwhile, has 
done a good job while he has 
been a Supervisor. He has a 
good voting record, and has 
authored some decent legisla¬ 
tion, including the resolution to 
boycott the unratified states. 
He has brought with him the 
concerns of the disabled, a 
group that is easily forgotten 
since its members face extreme 
obstacles to participating in the 
governmental process. He has 
pledged to keep up the fight for 
affordable housing, a fight 
made much harder by the 
defeat of Propositions R and O.

Doris Ward 

The incumbent in District 7 
has failed in all his years on the 
Board of Supervisors to pro¬ 
vide much vision or leadership. 
He has not been particularly re¬ 
sponsive to any of the various 
constituencies in his varied dis¬ 
trict. With all the problems in 
the Tenderloin, I have never 
heard him speak up for the 
people who live there. And so,

I have worked with Nancy 
Walker on many projects, from 
the Women’s Advisory Coun¬ 
cil to Police Chief Gain, to the 
San Francisco Pretrial Diver¬

the system from the outside. 
Out of this coalition, perhaps 
there will come the necessary 
pressure for the changes that 
are necessary to improve the 
lives of both the workers in the 
system and the clients they are 
supposed to serve. Walker’s 
ability to bring together such a 
diverse group of people, some¬ 
thing she has done over and 
over again, will only increase 
when she is on the Board.

Are State-Wide Anti-Gay 
Initiatives Dead?

Not likely. As reported by 
KCBS radio, a Monterey reli¬ 
gious group is circulating a peti¬ 
tion to permit an employer to 
fire an employee on the basis of 
their sexual orientation. This 
initiative, if passed, would 
effectively repeal every existing 
Gay rights ordinance in the 
state and put a halt to any new 
ordinances. 

How viable this initiative is is 
not known at this time. How¬ 
ever, it is a premonition of what 
could happen in the future. If 
there was a defeat in Santa 
Clara Valley, it is likely that 
there will be many such anti- 
Gay statewide initiatives, not a 
few of which would be likely to 


qualify for the ballot. It would 
be surprising indeed if Briggs 
himself hasn’t considered new 
anti-Gay initiatives in the event 
of a perceived negative change 
in public attitudes towards 
Gays. The defeat in Dade 
County resulted in a series of 
attacks on Gay rights across the 
country and wasn’t stopped 
until there was a victory in 
Seattle and the defeat of Prop¬ 
osition 6 in California. Similar¬ 
ly, if the anti-Gays succeed in 
Santa Clara, no Gay will be 
safe, not even in San Francisco 
— not even in the heart of the 
Castro. There are no initiative 
battles that are local in impor¬ 
tance; they are battles in a 
state-wide and national war

Library Display 
Of Gay Life 

The role played by Lesbians, 
Gay men and other sexual 
minorities in the development 
of human culture — past, pres¬ 
ent, and future — is depicted in 
an exhibit at the Union City 
Main Library, 34007 Alvarado- 
Niles Road, in that Southern 
Alameda County community. 
The display will continue 
through December 10. 

“Lesbians and Gay men 
have been instrumental 
throughout history in all fields 
of endeavor,” said John 
Dupree, educational director 
for the Pacific Center, a 
Berkeley-based mental health 
and social services agency 
which is sponsoring the 
display. “We want library users 
to know that many of the books 
and recordings that they check 
out of their libraries contain sig¬ 
nificant contributions of Gay 
people.” 

One of the features of this 
display is an on-site log journal 
for library users to write down 
their reactions to the display. 

“In the past, we have re¬ 
ceived some valuable feedback 
from people through this jour¬ 
nal,” according to Kristen 
Loomis, a Lesbian bibliogra¬ 
pher working on the project. “If 
non-Gay people don’t know 
what’s bothering Gay people 
and vice versa, then we’re 
never going to be able to really 
understand each other. And it’s 
very important that we see 
each other without the stereo¬ 
types — since we’re all just 
people doing our jobs and 
living our lives.” 

The display includes books, 
newspapers, magazines, 

records, artwork, photographs, 
and three-dimensional objects 
from such diverse areas as 
medicine, music, law, athletics, 
the military, the church, 
plumbing and gardening, all of 
which include 10-15 percent 
sexual minority people. 

“It’s essential that people get 
beyond sexual and racial 
stereotyping of each other,” 
Dupree said. “And this needs 
to happen not only in San 
Francisco and Berkeley, but 
also in places like Union City 
and Daly City. This is, hope¬ 
fully, one step in that 
direction.”

BRITISH AMERICAN REPERTORY COMPANY 
SERVES FIRST COURSE OF A STOPPARD BANQUET 

The British American Repertory Company (BARC) has arrived in San Francisco with a quartet of 
Tom Stoppard plays, and that means good news for intelligent theatergoers. The company, under 
the direction of founder Ed Bergman, opened their first of two sets with DIRTY LINEN and NEW¬ 
FOUND-LAND which have been running four years in London. For those who have not yet tasted 
Stoppard’s linguistic delicacies, this pair should serve as an excellent introduction. To those whose 
palates have been primed by the likes of TRAVESTIES, ROSENCRANTZ AND GUILDENSTERN 
ARE DEAD and other Stoppard pieces de resistance, this duo may seem merely an hors d’oeuvre — 
tasty, but hardly filling.

DIRTY LINEN concerns a 
select committee of members 
of Britain’s House of Commons 
and their investigation of sexu¬ 
al indiscretions by their peers in 
the midst of their own philan- 
derings with their bountifully 
attractive secretary/clerk. 
Hypocrisy runs rampant, and 
so do the puns, ententres, allit¬ 
erations and other Stoppard 
staples. 

NEW-FOUND-LAND, more 
aptly labeled two monologues 
than a play, is inserted into 
DIRTY LINEN during a break 
in the committee’s proceed¬ 
ings. The piece was written by 
Stoppard to commemorate Ed 
Berman’s attainment of British 
citizenship and contains a long, 
brilliant speech in which a 
young Englishman describes a 
train journey across America 
with an endless flow of images 
from films, literature, and 
legend that are as amusing as 
they are accurate. 

BARC, composed of equal 
parts of American and British 
actors, play Stoppard well. The 
sense of rhythm so necessary 
to the dialogue is there, as is 
the precise diction required to 
carry the intricate entangle¬ 
ments of Stoppard’s words 
across the footlights. 

Stoppard’s plays may be too 
rich for some people, especially 
those whose theatrical tastes 
avoid an intellectual bent, but 
as director Berman has said, 
those people are not the audi¬ 
ence BARC is seeking. For 
those who like their theater 


with ample portions of verbal 
flamboyance, BARC is a wel¬ 
come visitor to the San Francis¬ 
co entertainment scene. 

DIRTY LINEN and NEW¬ 
FOUND-LAND will run 
through December 16 at the 
Marines’ Memorial Theatre, 
Sutter at Mason, and will be 
followed by DOGG’S 
HAMLET and CAHOOT’S 
MACBETH, two more 
Stoppard specialties.

The Theatre Rhinoceros’ 
continuing Robert Patrick Festi¬ 
val has just completed a run of 
two one-acts, MY CUP RUN¬ 
NETH OVER and T-SHIRTS. 
Mr. Patrick is a prolific (over 30 
plays in print) Gay author, 
whose most famous work is 
KENNEDY’S CHILDREN. 
Patrick’s plays are astute, 
directly perceptive and almost 
frighteningly straightforward in 
subject matter. Although camp 
and humor are abundant, 
Patrick does not shy away from 
the core of Gay life styles. This 
makes his work important not 
only to Gay audiences, but to 
straights as well. The depth and 
humanity of his characters are 
a decisive relief from the 
stereotypes usually encoun¬ 
tered in “Gay theater.” There 
are few plays written by Gay 
authors, and fewer still plays 
that represent our lives, prob¬ 
lems and aspirations in so en¬ 
tertaining and yet so chilling a 
fashion as Patrick’s. This is 
theater that strikes home and 
was presented with profession¬ 
al assurance by Theatre 
Rhinoceros. 

MY CUP RUNNETH OVER 
featured fervent and sincere, if 
occasional hammy perform¬ 
ances by Priscilla Huddles ton 
and Lupo Kaumeheiwa as 
roommates whose relationship 
is nearly destroyed by the quick 
success of Ms. Huddleston as a 
rock singer. Some of the play’s 
most trenchant lines appeared 
in her song lyrics. In one she 
confessed, “Go ahead and hurt 


me, I’ve been hurt before ... I 
rather like it.” Another song 
seemed directed at punks and 
leather queens when it said, 
“Put away your handcuffs; 
forget this man-to-man stuff: 
It’s really rather a bore.” 

Although the performance 
and technical standards were 
high, the play was presented at 
an uncomfortably histrionic 
level. The roommates’ dislike 
and anger at her friend’s suc¬ 
cess was too quickly aroused to 
be believable. What is essen¬ 
tially a Neil Simon-like farce 
about the trials of America’s 
instant fame syndrome had 
been distended into a state¬ 
ment about interpersonal rela¬ 
tionships. The emotional con¬ 
tent of the play is true to life, 
particularly to Gay people, 
who tend to live in extended 
families, but in such a short 
time span was forced. A little 
less hysteria on stage would 
have made these truths more 
apparent. 

T-SHIRTS deals with the ex¬ 
ternal facets of our lives, the 
physical look we wear on the 
outside that so quickly deter¬ 
mines surface response, yet 
carries deep psychological 
repercussions. The characters 
are classic. Kink, an average, 
intelligent and close to aging 
man and his roommate Marvin 
are visited by Tom, a beautiful 
and dumb hustler. Marvin is 
aging, overweight and homely. 
He has used wit and veneer to 
steer himself through a world

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where beauty is all. He cannot 
compete in the body market. 
The play follows the unusual 
progression of sexual banter 
and cruising that substitutes for 
conversation in so many Gay 
meetings. The tables turn con¬ 
stantly. The hustler needs to be 
admired for his beauty, and 
Marvin needs to admire beauty 
due to his own external lack of 
it. Yet the hustler cruises 
Marvin, marveling over his 
mind and wit. Kink and 
Marvin, with the experience of 
age, condemn bar life while at 
the same time wishing they 
were more successful at “the 
Queen Machine.” The hustler 
is able to take joy in physicality, 
due to his beauty, but Marvin 
feels his lack of it keeps him 
from truly knowing Gay life. 
He doesn’t realize that gayness 
is internal as well as external. 
He’s abandoned dreams of 
love, for he “can’t let hope 
interfere with his work.” He 
mades a sad exit, going wher¬ 
ever he’s wanted, whereas the 
blithe hustler is wanted wher¬ 
ever he goes. 

In its probling of the prob¬ 
lems of this most crucial part of 
Gay life, physical appearance, 
T-SHIRTS cuts to the bone, 
showing no mercy for its char¬ 
acters but great compassion. 
The performances, by Greg 
Kollenborn as Kink, David van 
Pelt as the hustler and especial¬ 
ly Martin Xero as Marvin were 
uncompromising and strong. 
Director Sam Blazer made the 
quick turns of events and 
theatrical speeches credible 
despite a rather high-keyed 


opening. 

A large audience was very 
appreciative, and more Patrick 
plays are looked forward to.

Film: 

The Europeans 

FOR FANS OF 
HENRY JAMES 

Translating a Henry James 
novel to the screen can be a 
perilous undertaking. All those 
footlong sentences and stilted 
dialogues can be as irksome as 
the basic Jamesian drawing 
room politics can be static on 
the screen. THE EUROPEANS 
is as fine a transition from book 
to screen as could be desited. 
While it occasionally bogs 
down in some talky passages, 
for the most part this is an utter¬ 
ly engaging film intelligently 
directed by James Ivory and 
written by Ruth Prawer Jhab- 
vala. 

The stifling Victorian atmo¬ 
sphere and attitudes are por¬ 
trayed with a suitable, suffocat¬ 
ing fervor. Our heroine, 
Charlotte Wentworth (Lisa 
Eichhorn) at one point wants to 
just scream in frustration, and 
when she runs to her bedroom 
and does so, we want to join 
her. 

The story revolves around a 
clash of alien cultures. The reli¬ 
gious, Puritan moral code of 
the Wentworths are challenged 
— although not directly — by 
the somewhat looser more 
open stance of the Europeans, 
a pair of distant cousins who 
have come to stay in America 
after being raised in Europe. 
Lee Remick is Eugenia, a 
Baroness whose marriage is be¬ 
ing annulled, and comes to 
America to find some roots to 
grasp among her relatives. 

With her is Felix, a bohemian 
gentleman who wanders from 
one artistic pursuit to another. 
He and Eugenia enjoy life. The 
Wentworths clearly do not, 
savoring only the joys of being 
uptight. Except for Gertrude 
who longs to escape the nar¬ 
rowminded world in which her 
family has imprisoned her. 

The comedy of manners 
takes its course in the autumnal 
beauty of New England, well 
captured in handsome photog¬ 
raphy, and the realism of 
houses restored and preserved 


as historic landmarks, lent for 
the filming. 

And while the film has been 
opened up to the countryside, 
its main thrust remains in the 
drawing rooms of the main 
mansion and its guest house 
nearby. 

THE EUROPEANS is both 
for those that enjoy the urbane 
literate drama and for those 
that are Jamesian afficianados. 
Everyone else, beware: this is 
a film of little movement, the 
only action being the talking 
mouths. 

Production values are high 
except for an intermittent

Walt Disney’s 

Sleeping Beauty 

The conspicuous quality of 
Walt Disney’s classic rendition 
of SLEEPING BEAUTY is ex¬ 
hilarating. His animated fea¬ 
tures are perhaps the only G- 
rated features today that still 
enthrall us with their simplicity 
of story, complexity of design 
and overall charm. 

Now the Disney peoplfe have 
reissued SLEEPING BEAUTY 
in an enlargened 70 millimeter- 
stereophonic version that 
dazzles the eye with a lush 
rainbow-assortment of color 
and sound. The enhancement 
of course is not necessary be¬ 
cause the intrinsic quality of the 
film carries us easily for the 90 
or so minutes of the stretched 
out fairytale. 

If there is any element of 
camp in the film, it is in the 
character of the evil enchant¬ 
ress Maleficent (voice by char¬ 
acter actress Eleanor Audley) 
who comes across as part 
Tallulah, part Margaret Hamil¬ 
ton. Although there is no ex¬ 
planation or reason for her evil¬ 
ness — it just is — she is the 
black force against the whimsi¬ 
cal whiteness of the three good 
fairies — Flora, Fauna, and 
Merryweather. Despite the 
almost psychedelic color 
scheme, the story is a black and 
white one — good against evil. 
Disney combined the 17 th 
century Charles Perrault ver¬ 
sion of the SB legend with 
Tchaikovsky’s Sleeping Beauty 
Ballet music to accomplish the 
telling of the story. And with 
the lilting melodies of the ballet, 
the movie flows like fresh lava. 
Some 300 artists and techni¬ 
cians produced the stylized art¬ 
work. There is a rounded 
angularity to every character,

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good/evil plot. Re-viewing the 
i today is at once a nostalgia 
trip for us as well as an enjoy¬ 
able feast for the senses. We 
can appreciate more the 
mastery of Disney. Even the 
most jaded worldly individual 
will admit that they are never 
bored with SLEEPING ’ 
BEAUTY. It is a national 
treasure.

After successfully adapting 
“The Wizard of Oz” into the all- 
Black WIZ, Geoffrey Holder 
tried to use the same formula 
on KISMET. Unfortunately, 
KISMET is no “Oz and no 
amount of costuming and 
choreography can cover up the 
basic lackluster material. With¬ 
out a solid book, the show 
must rest on music, spectacle, 
and the strength of its stars to 
succeed. 


The score is uneven. 
Beyond the four superhits 
(“Baubles, Bangles and 
Beads,” “Night of My Nights,” 
“And This Is My Beloved” and 
“Stranger in Paradise”) there 
isn’t much to hum about. Only 
one other number, 
“Rahadlakum,” rises from the 
mundane due to a broadly 
sexual performance by Eartha 
Kitt. 

The spectacle rests on 
costumes by Mr. Holder — 
since there are no sets to speak 
of — and the costumes are 
indeed spectacular using a 
variety of African motifs. In 


addition, there is some 
excellent dancing — beyond 
the expected writhings to 
jungle rhythms — by Martial 
Roumain and Cheryl 
Cummings. 

Other cast members do well 
too, Bruce A. Hubbard as the 
Mansa of Mali is not only 
beautiful to look at (very 
beautiful to look at), but also 
sings well. Gregg Baker as 
Hadji is equally impressive. 
Frankly, there are few men in 
the cast who aren’t worth look¬ 
ing at in costumes designed to 
reveal their bountiful assets 
(accent that where you will). 

Then there’s Ms. Kitt. Her 
Sahleem-La-Lume is more 
caricature than character, and 
the caricature is of Eartha Kitt 
herself. It’s an exaggeration of 
earthiness, an outpouring of 
sexiness, and if I thought for a 
moment she was taking herself 
seriously, I’d feel embarrassed 
for her. But she doesn’t take 
herself seriously, and the result 
is a performance that is 
thoroughly delicious and at 
times a life saver to the show. 

I wish TIMBUKTU! were 
better, but as it stands it has no 
real integrated sytle and flavor. 
It’s very, very formula, but if 
you love Ms. Kitt and get off on 
beautiful bodies, you might find 
an evening’s entertainment in

The Sexual Labyrinth

Three actresses portrayed 
Ariadne, the daughter of King 
Minos of Crete, in a play of that 
name by Batya Podos recently 
at Studio Eremos. 

The psycho-sexual web of 
Greek mythology is a labyrinth 
itself. Ariadne was the woman 
who helped Theseus escape 
from the maze after he slew the 
Minotaur. Or did she? 

According to Edith Hamil¬ 
ton, high priestess of these 
tales, in her famous book on 
mythology, Ariadne fell in love 
with Theseus at first sight and 
told him that she would help 
him escape from the half-man 
half-bull if he would promise to 
take her back to Athens and 
make her a proper wife.

another way. Ariadne loved 
that bull. Theseus stole the ball 
of thread that led him out of the 
labyrinth. Was Ariadne 
knitting? 

Batya Podos retells the 
myth. Theseus really abducted 
Ariadne. She didn’t want to go 
to Greece. She was having too 
much fun with the women at 
home, and the bulls. 

This other corridor, this 
other angle in the maze, is in¬ 
teresting in light of sexual poli¬ 
tics. Ariadne versus Theseus is 
female culture challenging 
male culture in this labyrinth. 

The relationship is reported 
to have two endings. One 
states that Theseus deserted 
Ariadne, and the other that she 
got seasick on the voyage to 
Greece. 

My guess is he deserted her. 
He was a sexually aggressive 
male that later subdued Hippo- 
lyta, Queen of the Amazons. 
They had a Gay son, 
Hippolytus. 

Father and son had a great 
time until Phaedra, the third 
wife, and sister to Ariadne, got 
frustrated over love for her Gay 
stepson. She got so upset she 
yelled rape one day, and dad 
bumped him off. The lie was 
discovered and son forgave his 
dad everything. Any of this 
sound familiar? 

The story of Ariadne and 


Dionysus. You wonder who is 
fucking whom. No matter, the 
god of wine is having the time 
of his life. 

Her depiction of Theseus 
seducing Ariadne is a wry 
parody of Hollywood and high 
school. Ariadne to Theseus: 
“You could teach me what it is 
to be a woman!” Theseus to 
Ariadne: “You’re a strange 

girl.” 

Batya Podos will probably 
write another play. This one 
needed clarity, but then what 
Greek myth doesn’t? Her 
intentions were clear, and the 
play was well-staged with 
colorful costumes and music. 
Most interesting is this new 
Ariadne. Where will she go 
from here? I would like to see 
her in a contemporary setting. 
A subversive shopgirl on 
Maiden Lane? Or a serious 
sexual being?

Andre De Shields Scores at 
“Midnight” 


Theseus is the story of men 
dominating women and wo¬ 
men seeking revenge. It makes 
for exciting drama, and as you 
might have guessed, confusing 
plots. It is a sexual labyrinth, 
and one must find their way 
out. 

Batya Podos helps dramatize 
the difference between the 
Greek and Minoan cultures. 
Her play is an abstract and 
poetic piece with colorful 
images. She tells Ariadne’s 
story from a woman’s point of 
view. The new Ariadne that 
rises to cavort with Dionysus is 
a powerful woman. “The world 
has not seen the likes of me — 
my sharp teeth — my jaws 
snap, and I suck you dry!” 


On occasion, I really regret 
that B.A.R. only publishes bi¬ 
weekly.

By 
the time you read this, one hot 
performer with one hot act will 
be gone from San Francisco 
before I could tell you about it. 

His name is Andre De 
Shields, and for the past couple 
of months he’s been struttin’ 
with the rest of the original 
Broadway cast in AIN’T MIS¬ 
BEHAVIN’. But four times last 
weekend, De Shields bolted 
the Curran after delivering the 
best of Fats Waller to do his 
own thing up the block at the 
Alcazar. 

His show is called simply 
MIDNIGHT, and he is simply 
sensational: a seething, sen¬ 
sual animal who can get into a 
song with body and soul, and 
electrify! Backed by three 
equally hot ladies whom he 
calls the Rhinestonerockstar- 
boogiewoogiedollbabies, and a 
five piece band, De Shields 
delivers over an hour of non¬ 
stop hard rock, rhythm and 
blues and disco with stylishly 
polished perfection. 

Having scored twice on 
Broadway — previous to MIS¬ 
BEHAVIN’ in the title role of 
THE WIZ — De Shields is on 
his way to the top. He has a 


commanding charisma and 
seems to love what he does. 
What he does is turn on an 
audience to a fever pitch and 
keep them there till hie he’s 
done with them. 

De Shields has moved on to 
L.A. with AIN’T MISBE¬ 
HAVIN’. I hope some day he 


brings MIDNIGHT back to San 
Francisco so those of you who 
passed it by last week can see 
what you missed. Hot stuff!

On The Ropes 

DIANNE PLAYS IT 
FOR ALL IT’S WORTH

In performances matching 
the best of Broadway and 
“Sunset Boulevard” Dianne 
Feinstein’s recent appearances 
before the Gay community 
have been pure theater. 

Taking a leaf from the book 
of Judy Garland and Gloria 
Swanson, Feinstein has played 
to adoring Gay houses on her 
comeback trail. 

Her first show was for the 
Harvey Milk Democratic Club. 
She abandoned the podium 
and moved to the center of the 
auditorium. There were then 
Gays to the front of her, Gays 
to the left, Gays to the right and 
a few behind her. She drew the 
crowd around her — as if to 
nurture them at her breast. He 
delivery was slow, soft, mater¬ 
nal, caring. 

She apologized with earnest, 
“If I said things that offended 
the community, I apologize. 
Maybe at times I have been in¬ 


sensitive ... I would appreciate 
receiving from this community 
your input and ideas. . .” — 
what she was actually fishing 
for was their hearts. 

The next stage was to bind 
their affection with locks of inti¬ 
macy. She continued, “I can’t 
always be inside your head and 
you can’t always be inside mine 
... I ask you to accept me for 
not always being what one 
would want.” And buckets full 
of love passed between star 
and fan. 

In the second act Feinstein 
showed she was made of stern¬ 
er stuff. Gone were all the 
hearts and flowers, the poor 
little rich girl, the neglectful 
mother. She came out swing¬ 
ing. Voice, method, and 
material were totally altered. 
Gone were the soft reassuring 
purrs and strokes. She took on 
the enemy with a frontal 
assault. She was now the 
tigress on the attack to protect 


her cubs. She called her oppo¬ 
nent vain, insensitive, wily, 
deceitful via a rhetorical litany 
that rose to a cheering cre¬ 
scendo. She accused her chal¬ 
lenger of wrecking her most 
cherished dreams, her most 
conscientious efforts. The 
crowd roared its approval. 

The night was hers and hers 
alone. 

The second show-stopper 
appearance was the following 
Tuesday before the San Fran¬ 
cisco Tavern Guild. Weeks 
before a debate had been 
arranged; the date coincided 
with the anniversary of Harvey 
Milk’s assassination. The 
speakers were specifically 
asked not to traffic on the 
memories of the day but to 
speak to the issues. 

Dianne arrived late — her 
eyes glistening, fragile, vulner¬ 
able. With a sigh, she called off 
the debate, moments before 
she was introduced. The mod¬ 
erator was thrown into dis¬ 
array. She reluctantly took the 
microphone and told the 
packed bar she was too over¬ 
come with emotion to debate, 
and she stumbled on for ten 
more minutes on how it had all 
been too much for her to bear 


pleaded to the crowd. Hearts 
rushed to her rescue as she 
took her seat in respectful 
repose. 

Her opponent rose to his feet 
— catching the flavor of the 
hour as it had now been estab¬ 
lished. He talked about crimes 
against Gays and how he 
would bring Gays into the 
mainstream of civic life. The 
applause was significant. 

After her challenger’s re¬ 
marks, Guild president Wayne 
Friday attempted to close the 
meeting. But ground had been 
lost — territory had to be re¬ 
covered. Feinstein abruptly 
interjected, saying she just 
wanted to say a few more 
words. 

She took the microphone a 
second time, eyes brimming 
with tears. She said again she 
was overcome with the “fragil¬ 
ity of life.” She told how she 
had shared wine with the Mos- 
cone family in her office earlier 
in the day. “I found myself 
having to go back and close the 
door’ 1 to an outer office. “It’s 
almost impossible to go 
through a day like this because 
I remember another door I 
opened where Harvey was and 
finding his body.” 

“So I hope you don’t think 
this is any kind of wanting to 
avoid discussion. It’s just a day 
where my human frailty 
shows.” Sensing she was 
touching paydirt, she dug 
deeper into the rich Milk ore. 
The MC’s initial request not to 
capitalize on the memory were 
the very areas that were paying 
off. Her mood changed with a 
smile and she discussed Milk in 
more detail, recalling his ability 
to address crowds and his play¬ 
fulness. Then suddenly she 
turned solemn again. “Could 
we say a brief prayer?” she 
asked — her face turned red 
and her eyes shown with tears 
in the glare of the television 
lights. Several persons in the 
crush cried silently . . . the star 
was transcendent. 


When she finished the 
prayer, the crowd cheered 
wildly — they had been 
touched by a resplendent 
handmaid of the Lord. “We 
love you, Dianne,” a voice 
cried out. 

New Life for the 
Golden Gate 

Carol Shorenstein and 
James Nederlander (operators 
of the Best of Broadway series 
at the Curran Theatre) have 
announced the re-opening of 
the Golden Gate Theatre on 
December 27 with the national 
company of A CHORUS 
LINE. When the curtain goes 
up, the lobby and auditorium 
areas will have been restored to 
their former beauty. Extensive 
renovation has been done to 
bring the backstage areas up to 
modern standards. The theater 
had operated for a while as a 
double mini-movie house. 

Nederlander’s first season in¬ 
cludes Dick Van Dyke in a re¬ 
vival of THE MUSIC MAN, 
Alexis Smith in the touring 
company of THE BEST 
LITTLE WHOREHOUSE IN 
TEXAS, Richard Burton as 
King Arthur in CAMELOT, 
and Rex Harrison repeating his 
original characterization of 
Henry Higgins in MY FAIR 
LADY. 

Shorenstein stressed the 
desire to bring “quality” enter¬ 
tainment to San Francisco. 
There is some hope that spare 
dates in the Golden Gate’s 
booking calendar will be filled 
by visiting arts troupes and or¬ 
ganizations which have been 
unable to come to San Francis¬ 
co in recent years due to the 
unavailability of the War 
Memorial Opera House. Ned¬ 
erlander stressed that the 
Golden Gate is open to book¬ 
ing events. Hopes were 
expressed by some people 
attending the press conference 
that Nederlander might bring 
the New York City Ballet under 
George Balanchine’s direction, 
or the New York City Opera 
under the direction of Beverly 
Sills. Nederlander operates the 
New York State Theatre in 
Lincoln Center during the sum¬ 
mer months. Both companies 
are regular tenants in that 
theater. The New York City 
Opera performs in Los Angeles 
in December with a markedly 
different repertoire than the 
San Francisco Opera could 

San Francisco Opera and could 
conceivably book dates in San 
Francisco following its yearly 
Los Angeles engagement. 

Plans for the Golden Gate’s 
second season are not yet final¬ 
ized, but Nederlander admitted 
that the series will include 
Angela Lansbury in the nation¬ 
al tour of SWEENEY TODD. If 
one checks out the tenants of 
Mr. Nederlander’s theaters in 
New York, likely candidates to 
round out the second year’s 
series would be PETER PAN 
with Sandy Duncan, 1940’s 
RADIO HOUR, and perhaps a 
revival of WEST SIDE STORY 
being prepared by the Kennedy 
Center for the Performing Arts.

EVEN COWBOYS 
SING THE BLUES 

Everyone has his secret cow¬ 
boy fantasy. Do you remember 
dreaming that the Lone Ranger 
would rescue you, or that 
Zorro would sweep down and 
scoop you up onto his horse? 
As the two of you rode off into 
the sunset, the perfumed smell 
of his black silk cape, the manly 
sweat from his dark curly hair 
accompanied by the sensual 
throbbing of the mighty animal 
below left you dizzy with delight 
as the two of you raced past 
rolling thunderbrush into some 
hillside retreat of mythical sexu¬ 
al delights. Last month, my 
host in Tulsa (a mad Olivero 
freak) took me on a romp

through an Oklahoma shop¬ 
ping mall as he pointed out the 
differences between real, shit- 
kickin’ cowboys and the would- 
be studs who live in Gucci-lined 
suburbs. Lord knows, I was 
prepared. 1 flew out of San 
Francisco right after seeing 
Carol Neblett and Placido 
Domingo climb up a mountain 
and sing “Addio, mia 
California!” The stage was filled 
with real, live cowboys. And in 
San Francisco (where many a 
cowpoke has never touched a 
horse) authenticity is at a 
premium. 

SPAGHETTI WESTERN 

Puccini’s LA FANCIULLA 
DEL WEST holds a special 
place in my heart. It is an Ital¬ 
ian’s romanticized view of des¬ 
perados, miners, and the Wild 
West. There are moments 
when it can be screamingly 
funny. Italianized introductions 
such as “Mr. Johnson della 
Sacramento” cannot be taken 
with a straight face! But the 
opera has an undeniable charm 
all its own. Some of the charm 
rests with the simplicity of its 
characters, some with the 
romantic vision of the Wild 
West. This is a Wild Wooly 
West without a speck of dirt 


onstage. There are cowboy 
heros, homesick gold specu¬ 
lators, and a gun-totin’, booze¬ 
selling schoolmistress who nur¬ 
tures the men through their 
reading lessons. They love her, 
and obey her as their mother. 
Carpi Neblett radiated charm 
as Minnie, glowing with a 
wholesome earthiness. 

Harold Prince directed the 
opera with a strong aim toward 
ensemble theater. He kept the 
playing areas down to small 
spaces, leaving the intimacy of 
the action dwarfed by the size 
of the mountains Eugene and 
Franne Lee had built onstage. 
As the desperado, Dick John¬ 
son, Placido Domingo was in 
superb voice, floating tones 
through the house with a rare 
purity of sound and honest 
theatrical conviction. I left town 
with visions of cowboy boots 
dancing on my head. 

HI-YO CINDERELLA!!! 

On arrival in Texas I figured 
it would be a good idea to 
check out the up-and-coming 
crop of cowboys. I joined a 
junior high school class touring 
the American Airlines Inflight 
Training Center near the 
Dallas-Fort Worth Airport. 
Those of you with huge 
cowboy fantasies are in real 
trouble. I haven’t seen so much 
acne in one room in years! I 
was afraid that if they pressur¬ 
ized the cabin mockup, I would 
be deafened by the sound of 
exploding zits. 

But when I got to the State 
Fair Music Hall, things im¬ 
proved tremendously. Both the 
Dallas Civic Opera and Hous¬ 
ton Grand Opera were sharing 
efforts on a production of 
Rossini’s LA CENERENTOLA. 
The two companies had bor¬ 
rowed the sets and costumes 
from San Francisco Opera, 
with Ponnelle’s henchmen 
directing Maria Ewing in Hous¬ 
ton and Federica von Stade in 
Dallas as the lonely Cinderella. 
Von Stade is a consummate 
musician with clean attacks, 
excellent coloratura work, and 
a wonderful sense of style. She 
was joined in the romp by

Paolo Montarsolo, a veteran of 
buffo roles, who made a mag¬ 
nificent creep out of Don Mag- 
nifico. Rockwell Blake, a tenor 
with a remarkably flexible 
voice, was the young prince, 
Don Ramiro. Claudio Desderi 
lent strong support as Dandini, 
the prince’s valet. The produc¬ 
tion retained the delightful 
panache of Ponnelle’s original 
direction, delighting an audi¬ 
ence which had dressed in 
every mink in the State of 
Texas. 

HOME ON THE RANGE 

I made a brief stop in 
Nieman-Marcus, which proved 
to be disappointing. After being 
around double-knit cowboys in 
long, gas-guzzling Cadillacs, I 
yearned for a return to the real 
old West. I spent a wonderful 
morning at the Amon Carter 
Museum of Western Art in Fort 
Worth browsing through paint¬ 
ings and bronzes of the Wild 
West by Charles Russell and 
Frederick Remington. Here, at 


last, were cowboys riding the 
plains, Indians sending smoke 
signals, just like I dreamt when 
I was a kid. To return to San 
Francisco in time for the Fol de 
Rol sponsored by Great West¬ 
ern Savings proved to be a 
great dose of culture shock. 

Fol de Rol always looks mag¬ 
nificent before the show starts. 
This time out there were square 
dancers in big puff petticoats, 
ropers twirling lariats, peanuts, 
popcorn, and lots of Texas- 
style western glitz. Pam South 
came out singing a medley of 
country-western songs from 
her cowgirl days in Idaho. Dale 
Duesing and Daniele Perriers 
did a cowboy-cowgirl version 
of the Papageno-Papagena 
duet from THE MAGIC 
FLUTE. Steve Silver did his 
best to dress up the “Girls of 
the Golden West” in outrage¬ 
ous fantasy costumes. But 
something was deadly wrong. 
It was the emcee, Tennessee 
Ernie Ford, who went over like 
16 tons. I really question 
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whether Ford is a one-song 
man. As an emcee he was an 
embarrassment, quickly deflat¬ 
ing the audience’s spirits, and 
never getting the evening back 
in gear. 

This leaves me with a touchy 
problem. Can even our best 
cowboy fantasies be brought to 
life? Or must they remain safely 
tucked away in that great corral 
in the sky? Which is better: the 
glitz of today’s fantasy, the ro¬ 
mance of Puccini’s western 
horse opera, or the hair spray 
and sports cars of a modern 
rural cowboy? I suppose I lean 
toward the more romantic 
vision. 

I know this much: The other 


night I saw an ersatz honcho in 
the lobby of the Orpheum 
Theatre. He had on hot fringed 
buckskin chaps and all the 
“proper” accoutrements. 

Maybe macho drag works after 
all! I was ready to believe. 1 was 
waiting to believe. I was want¬ 
ing to believe. Holy Jesus — I 
was about to start doing my 
impersonation of a bucking 
bronco in the middle of the 
lobby. But when I spread my 
legs (to look like I had just got¬ 
ten off a horse) and sidled up to 
the bar and squeaked out 
“Whiskey per tutti,” the man of 
my dreams fled. Fantasies are 
so fragile.

Musical Reviews: 

Judy Garland and Jane White

The ad for JUDY’S SONGS; 
A CELEBRATION proclaims 
“witness vitality!” as if energy 
alone were a substitute for 
talent and originality. It isn’t 
though, and the incredibly high 
spirited cast members of this 
review of songs associated with 
Judy Garland are largely be¬ 
trayed by the frenetic and 
meaningless package that con¬ 
tains their talents. Without the 
imposition of character or story 
line on any of these songs, this 
basically enjoyable show be¬ 
comes a rather bland cata¬ 
logue. As Gilbert said to Sulli¬ 
van, “I’ve got a little list. . .” 
Only the second act, in which 
some plot line is developed, 
truly showcases the bright and 


talented singers and dancers of 
the cast. 

A succession of torch songs 
ends the relentless and auto¬ 
matic glut of choreography and 
lets us relish individually sev¬ 
eral members of the cast. 
Standout Kay West had stolen 
audience affection in the first 
act with her powerful voice and 
surprising scat singing to Yma 
Sumac heights. Now she 
brought a full and aching 
bloom to “Am I Blue?” Mistress 
of Ceremonies Elizabeth 
Padilla, earlier slightly strained 
in an effort to attain Judy’s 
dramatic weight, relaxed into a 
touching “Happiness Is Just A 
Thing Called Joe,” allowing us

to revel in her Jane Froman- 
like grace and beauty as well as 
her mellow mezzo voice. Jae 
Ross performed a unique and 
vulnerable version of “I’ll Get 
By (As Long As I Have You)” 
as a confession of his — and 
Judy’s — need for the audi¬ 
ence. A choral arrangement of 
the inevitable “Over the Rain¬ 
bow” blended all ten voices 
into an affecting and beautiful 
moment, and the finale, which 
consists of the entire “Born in a 
Trunk” routine, was fresh and 
dramatic. Once past the show¬ 
biz posturing and unmotivated 
movement of the first act, 
JUDY’S SONGS becomes 
something more than just a list; 
personal, a bit touching, and 
fairly entertaining. 


Several weeks ago chan- 
teuse Jane White offered a 
noticeably resisting San Fran¬ 
cisco the premiere of JANE 
WHITE, WHO?, her autobio¬ 
graphical one-woman show. 
Miss White has had quite a 
career, her most famous role 
being the Queen in ONCE 
UPON A MATTRESS. She’s 
played everything there is to 
play, including all the Queens 
that Shakespeare and the 
Greeks ever wrote, as the witty 
script by Joe Masteroff pointed 
out: “I’d rather play a Queen, 
no matter how small a role, 
than a commoner, no matter 
how large.” She appeared in 
KLUTE, and is now to be seen 
regularly on daytime TV in 
“Search for Tomorrow.” Her 
show was no mere listing of tri¬ 
umphs, but an intrqspective 
searching for identity and her 
many facets. -She dealt candid¬ 
ly and wisely with racial issues, 
and yet didn’t go far enough. 
She said her father was a 
famous man, yet didn’t tell us 
who he was, and though she 
made it apparent that her life 
has been marked by a quest for 
personal identity, she conduct¬ 
ed the whole evening in the 
third person. It frequently 
seemed she was introducing 
someone yet to appear. 

Still, her stage savvy was en¬ 
viable, and her choice of songs 
sophisticated and telling. Kurt 
Weill’s infrequently heard 
“That’s Him” positively 
glowed, and Sondheim’s 
naughty “I Never Do Anything 
Twice” received its definitive, 
naughtiest reading. Aznavour’s 
yearning “There Is A Time” 
and Weill’s fierce “Pirate 
Jenny” were memorable, and 
God Bless the Child,” that 
much-abused song, emerged 
fresh and triumphant. Kander 
and Ebb’s “I Am My Own Best 
Friend” became an anthem, al¬ 
though their “My Own Space,” 
despite its gorgeous melody 
and rich midsection, revealed 
again how banal its lyric is. 

Although in need of more re¬ 
hearsal, and suffering from 
opening night nervousness, 
Miss White gave of herself and 
her unusual talent unstintingly. 
It is hoped she’ll bring her 
show, her life and hand-picked 
songs back to San Francisco. In 
a city that lacks n(ght clubs and 
cabarets, entertainment like 
Miss White’s is not to be 
missed.

I wandered along the pol¬ 
ished streets of the old walled 
city of Dubrovnik. The main 
street — Placa — glistening in 
the full moon, is filled with 
Yugoslav men standing around 
chatting and drinking thick 
coffee in the small coffee 
shops. The side streets are lit by 
the lanterns hanging over the 
entrances to restaurants and 
shops. I enjoy walking amidst 
the crowd, not having to worry 
about cars that are banned here 
(except for early morning 
deliveries). 

I had only just arrived in 
Dubrovnik that afternoon after 
a nondescript flight on Yugo¬ 
slavia Airlines, JAT, from New 
York. JAT has efficient no- 
nonsense service, and the flight 
was rather painless. There 
were no problems with 
customs, or the quick glance at 
my passport. A visa is all that is 
required, which is easily ob¬ 
tained free in San Francisco at 
the Yugoslavia Consulate at 
their new office on Sutter 
Street. 

Being an eastern European 
Socialist Republic, I expected 
to find I was in a military state. 
This is far from the case. I 
rarely saw anyone in military 
uniform, and just as few police. 

Dubrovnik was my first stop 
in this recent discovery of 
Yugoslavia. This small but ex¬ 
citing city is located along the 
Adriatic coast along the “Yugo¬ 
slav Riviera.” I arrived off¬ 


season and am sorry that I 
wasn’t visiting during the best 
weather — May or June or 
September, when it is warm, 
sunny, and uncrowded. The 
world-famous Dubrovnik Festi¬ 
val is held during July and 
August, and the city is packed 
for both the sun, and concerts 
and plays that use the walled 
city as a theater. 

First a little background so 
you will know where, and 
what, the country is. It is com¬ 
posed of six republics, five 
nationalities, four religions, 
three languages, two alpha¬ 
bets, and one Tito. Lying along 
the Adriatic Sea, Yugoslavia is 
bordered on the north by Italy 
and Austria, along the east by 
Hungary, Rumania and Bul¬ 
garia, and on the south by 
Greece and Albania. 

The republics are Serbia, 
Croatia, Slovenia, Macedonia, 
Montenegro, and Bosnia- 
Hercegovina — all names that 
conjure up middle European/ 
Baltic. The nationalities: Serbi¬ 
an, Croatian, Slovenian, 
Macedonian, and Monte- 
negran. The religions: Ortho¬ 
dox, Roman Catholic, Moslem 
and Jewish. The languages, 
Serbo-Croat, Slovenian, and 
Macedonian, are complicated 
by the use of two alphabets. I 
had no problem with English, 
although I did use a few basic 
phrases such as “Good Morn¬ 
ing,” “Thank You,” “Please,” 
and “How much does it cost?” 
It didn’t take long to catch on to 


the currency exchange rate. 

Traveling along the coast 
out-of-season is a problem 
since many hotels close up. 
There are accommodations for 
any price range in Dubrovnik, 
most of which will be outside 
the walled old town. I stayed at 
the modern Libertas Hotel, 
which is built similar to the 
Taharaa in Tahiti, the lobby 
being on the cliff top level and 
the floors descend step-like 
down the side of the cliff to the 
bay below. There is a swim¬ 
ming pool on the roof and an¬ 
other by the sunning deck 
below. It was a short walk to 
the shopping and sightseeing of 
the old town. 

There are many other hotels 
to choose from. The more dis¬ 
tant President is very luxurious, 
with bathrobes for guests! And 
the rates are reasonable — 
$39.00 for a single through 
June. Many of my clients that 
visit Yugoslavia as part of their 
touring the Mediterranean/ 
Europe do so by train, or boat 
from Italy. It is a popular desti¬ 
nation, and reservations are a 
must during Festival time.

Is this man on an independ¬ 
ent Gay label because no one 
else would sign him? I’m afraid 
so, and not simply because his 
lyrics are upfront. Wilson’s style 
of satiric cabaret nearly mimics 
Tom Lehrer’s; which means it’s 
the words, not the voice or 
tunes, you focus on. The prob¬ 
lem is that Wilson lacks 
Lehrer’s wit or daring; his 
targets, macho childrearing, 
electro-shock therapy, banal 
bar-talk, and (not again) Anita, 
are painfully predictable. I’m 
sure the man is a likable enter¬ 
tainer but these novelty num¬ 
bers rate as glib after-dinner 
mints and medicinal lozenges. 
Maybe Wilson has exhausted 
the obvious and will produce 
something thrilling, but don’t 
hold your breath.

THE CLASH, The Clash 
(Epic) 


Finally, eight months after 
the release of their second lp 
here, the Clash’s first disc has 
been remodeled and dropped 
on a hapless public. Four of the 
weakest cuts have been 
dropped to be replaced by five 
cuts, formerly available only as 
singles, plus a bonus ’45 of two 
new tunes. The lack of dates or 
liner notes makes this all thor¬ 
oughly confusing, but the 
music is amongst the most 
riveting and exultant to emerge 
from the UK this decade. It’s 
too bad that “Capitol Radio” 
didn’t make the disc, and the 
new tunes are not their best. 
Yet more raw power and intel¬ 
ligence contained here than on 
any other disc I’ve heard this 
year.

Really, these boys 
have sex when they’re good, 
and they have more sex when 
they’re bad. But mutiny is 
brewing, and at an important 
gig during which they have sex 
for the voyeuristic pleasure of a

Ambassador,” they jump their 
leader. They abuse him in 
every way imaginable, forcing 
their wonderful bodies and 
hard cocks all over him. While 
most of us pray to be smitten 
with such indignities, the leader 
actually pretends to be dis¬ 
pleased. 

The chief mutineer and 
standout cast member is Derek 
Stanton, who made his debut 
in the shower room scene of 
THE IDOL.

Division in the Olympic De- 
cathalon, this boy would win 
several gold medals for dis¬ 
tance and intensity. He steals 
every scene he’s in, and his 
competition is heavy. 

It’s true that much of the dia¬ 
logue is reminiscent of a porno¬ 
graphic Dick and Jane story: 
“Fuck that face. Eat that ass. 
Suck that cock,” echo in the 
script. One begins to think, 
“See dick get hard; see dick 
come,” but even this flaw can’t 
dispel the potency of the sex, 
which not only has all the pas¬ 
sion and excitement one could 
desire, but also the cinematog¬ 
raphy to do these glories 
justice. 

TRACK MEET would be 
more appropriately titled 
TRACK MEAT. Its story is the 
not particularly believable tale 
of a straight athlete’s coming 
out. Don Ranger as Jim, the 
athlete, is not totally believable 
but has an air of innocence that 
makes us go along with the 
story. Everybody, just every¬ 
body, is putting the make on 
him, and he gets tired of resist¬ 
ing. Who could resist Gavin 
Geoffreys or especially Larry 
Paige? 


Nobody could be cuter, 
more elfin, or so perfectly 
trashy as Duff Paxton in his role 
as team whore. In the opening 
scene he’s devouring an uncut 
cock that fills the screen. If size 
means a lot to you, then here’s 
a movie with meaning. When 
his advances are rebuffed, 
Paxton snatches up Jim’s dis¬ 
carded jockstrap. In the follow¬ 
ing famous scene, Paxton 
treats Jim’s jock like a true 
friend. He rubs it in his face, 
chews it, spits in it, wraps it 
around his cock, jacks off in it, 
and then sucks his come out of 
it, before carefully leaving it on 
the bench for Jim to find. 

Jim undergoes further abuse 
when a friend sucks him off, 
and then he’s the hapless wit¬ 
ness to Paxton’s sporting with a 
teammate in the back of the 
van that’s driving them to the 
track meet. He really has

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trouble in his motel room, 
when a Black orderly is 
distracted from changing the 
sheets, using them to tie Jim 
down and rape him. The 
orderly is careful first to hang a 
trilingual “Do Not Disturb” sign 
on the door, which playfully 
reads “Non moleste, por favor” 
in Spanish. 

Jim, disturbed by these 
occurrences, confesses to best 
friend Larry Paige that he’s 
afraid of being like Duff 
Paxton, a sex-hungry animal. 
Paige sucks his cock calmly, 
proving that there are many 
different types of Gay people, 
thereby putting Jim’s mind at 
ease. Jim dreams of sex with 
his friend, which presents Larry 
Paige’s big scene as the — 
you’ll pardon the expression — 
climax of the movie. Jim is the 
aggressor now and venerates 
his friend’s body. Paige’s cock, 
well-known to movie-goers, is 
a dream in itself. It is so 
purebred, so patrician, that 


you’ll want to take it home to 
meet mother. It gives me 
reason to live. Jim worships it 
orally, and then sits on it while 
indulging in the most erotic 
kissing I can remember. Feeling 
secure with his new Gay identi¬ 
ty — and receiving great solace 
from friend Paige — Jim goes 
on to win the track meet in 
truest Hollywood/Fairytale 
fashion. 

There’s a lot of silence in this 
movie, and as the manager of 
the Nob Hill told me, that’s 
always a good sign. Only one 
' scene, the Larry Paige dream, 
is musically scored, the rest 
taking place against the natural 
sounds of showers, radios and 
traffic. The emphasis, as in 
BAD BAD BOYS, is on sex, 
and this is the best we’ve been 
shown for far too long a time. 
The dry spell certainly has 
ended, with a whole lot of 
wetness.

Community United 
Against Violence 


by James Andrew Nicholas 

ATTACK REPORTS 
BRING ACTION 

Most people in the Gay com¬ 
munity are aware of the fre¬ 
quent attacks on Lesbians and 
Gay men. Unfortunately, the 
knowledge of attacks does little 
practical good unless put into 
the form of statistics. Govern¬ 
mental agencies, from the 
Mayor’s office to the Police, ex¬ 
press interest in the problem, 
but require evidence in the 
form of reports. 

Because of a sharp increase 
in reported attacks in the area 
North of Alamo Square (14 
assaults reported in 3 weeks), 


police resources were re¬ 
directed to deal with the newly 
recognized problem. No doubt 
there were far more than 14 
incidents, but the increase in 
reports brought action. 

Halloween at Castro Street is 
an excellent example of a large 
number of attacks going unre¬ 
ported. In reviewing reports on 
file with the SFPD for the night 
of October 31-November 1, 
1979, only eight reports 
appeared to be of anti-Gay 
attacks from the narrative. I 
personally know of far more, 
and hope that the people in¬ 
volved will still report the inci¬ 
dents. 

Report all anti-Gay attacks to 
the SFPD and CUAV.

CUAV WORKING WITH

As a result of several meet¬ 
ings, a number of organizations 
working to deal with anti-Gay 
attacks are helping each other 
to help you. CUAV along with 
Supervisor Harry Britt’s office, 
Project SAFE, and the Victim 
Witness Assistance Program, is 
sharing resources to increase 
effectiveness. 

The success of these organ¬ 
izations in dealing with the 
attacks hinges on your partici¬ 
pation! We need reports of 
attacks, and your contribution 
of time and other resources in 
making CUAV services work. 

CUAV CONCEPT OF COM¬ 
MUNITY PROTECTION 
SPREADS 

At this time, in San Diego, 
Austin, New York, and Boston 
organizations have formed pat¬ 
terned after CUAV/San Fran¬ 
cisco. In each city, specific anti- 
Gay violence provided the 
catalyst for organization. 

Probably the best known 
“branch” of CUAV is in New 
York, where nationwide atten¬ 
tion was directed at the use of 
CUAV/New York’s whistles in 
protesting the motion picture 
“Cruising” in its promotion of 
Gay murders. 

American Gay people are 
beginning to exhibit pride in 
their identity by taking respon¬ 
sibility for protecting the com¬ 
munity. In Boston, a meeting 
to set up specific programs, 
similar to ours, is expected to 
involve several hundred Lesbi¬ 
ans and Gay men. 

CUAV will continue to work 
to make San Francisco a safe 
place for Gay people to live, 
work, and play while assisting 
other cities in establishing pro¬ 
grams. I hate to have to keep 
repeating it, but none of the 
above will exist if you don’t 
participate.

Now that opposing splinter 
groups among Gay voters are 
more fashionable than glory 
holes, the straight community 
need have little concern about 
a unified Gay voting clout. 
What better evidence than 
Madam Feinstein’s open con¬ 
tempt for Gay opposition — in 
a city purported to house the 
largest Gay minority. After all, 
internal Gay feuds constitute 
frothy Feinstein’s passport to 
victory. 

Gays point with pride to the 
genius of historical greats who 
had pursued a homosexual life 
style, to prove that not all Gays 
are limp-wristed or mental 
midgets. Popular opinion not¬ 
withstanding, Gays ARE suffi¬ 
ciently intelligent to recognize 
their need for electoral solidar¬ 
ity, as is reflected by their 
abundant lip service — and 
consistently ignored by their 
divided actions. Certainly, no¬ 
body can dispute the Gay 
genius for producing multitudi¬ 
nous factions to oppose other 
factions to oppose themselves. 

Much has been parroted 
about the artistic creativity of 
Gays. But little has been heard 
about their phenomenal talent 
for wall-to-wall bickering. Not 
even the Irish, the Arabs, or 
this year’s crop of American 
presidential candidates can 
equal the internal dissension 
commonplace among the mis- 
nomered Gays. It remains for 
psychiatry to determine 
whether Gay disunity is an en¬ 
dowment, a disease, or merely 
heaven-sent blessing for politi¬ 
cians to exploit. 

Gays who blame national 
homophobia for Gays’ dismal 
showing at the polls are remi¬ 
niscent of alcoholics who feel 
distilleries are responsible for 
their predicament. Until self- 
proclaimed Gay leaders sub¬ 
ordinate their inflated egos by 
performing abortions on exist¬ 
ing Gay factions, and impose 
birth control on further fac¬ 
tions, any half-wit crystal ball 
can predict that Gays will suffer 
election losses ad infinitum. No 
master mind is needed to com¬ 
prehend that factionalism 
(among Gays) constitutes Gays 
against Gays — the self-made 
formula for perpetuating anti- 
Gay laws. To awaken Gays 
from their addiction to internal 
wrangling, it may yet be neces¬ 
sary for John Briggs to submit 
for popular referendum a bill 
which would deprive Gays of 
all voting rights! 

Any comparison between 
the present Gay struggle for 
Gay rights with that of the 
Black and Jewish struggle for 
human rights reveals one glar¬ 
ing dissimilarity, to-wit: both 
Blacks and Jews — whatever 
their respective differences in 
religion, politics, or bubblegum 
— invariably buried their indi¬ 
vidual foibles and phobias on 
election day, and thus voted 
for their respective causes with 
unanimity. THEY WON - 
while Gays are still knee-4eep 
in factions and counter¬ 
factions. 

Even Gays who suffer from 
myopia must by now be aware 
of Dear Dianne’s studiously 
orchestrated strategy of divide 
and conquer. Yet a few seem¬ 
ingly sane Gays still swallow 
her bait. Or the crumbs she be¬ 
stows upon them. Is it their 
masochism, their childish opti¬ 
mism, or their simple asininity 
that blinds them from recogniz¬ 
ing a crafty bigot? Or is it more 
accurate to define foxy Fein- 
stein as San Francisco’s Walk¬ 
ing Disaster? Wishful thinking 
Gays, whose marijuana has 
anesthetized them into believ¬ 
ing that they have already wit¬ 
nessed the worst of harassment 
to Gay bars, baths and porno 
shops, are due for some 


unhappy surprises after 
January 8, 1980 — when flip- 
flop Feinstein takes her sacred 
oath to make mincemeat of 
Gay rights. Former police chief 
Ed Davis may then discover a 
few Gestapo tactics that even 
he had overlooked. 

This does not imply that 
floundering Feinstein will deny 
Gays a permit to parade during 
Gay Pride Week. Hell, no. 
Such a denial would trigger an

Fabulous Fein¬ 
stein could hardly afford to risk 
the wrath of the Police Officers 
Association. She may be an 
18-karat schmuck, but she 
knows better than to fool with 
their cash contribution to her 
political campaign. So now you 
know why our beloved Fein¬ 
stein will not deny Gays a

The Kopp for Mayor com¬ 
mittee has released the follow¬ 
ing fact sheet on Kopp’s record 
in Gay rights positions: 

Quentin Kopp co-authored 
the Resolution that expanded 
the Human Rights Commission 
to specifically include Gay 
members. 

Quentin Kopp consistently 
supported the ending of crimi¬ 
nal penalties against consent¬ 
ing adults. 

Quentin Kopp opposed 
Proposition 6 — the Briggs 
Initiative. 

Quentin Kopp supported the 
ordinance prohibiting employ¬ 
ment discrimination based on 
sexual orientation. 

Quentin Kopp publicly sup¬ 
ported the Gay police recruit¬ 
ment program, and called for 
city officials to support Gay re¬ 
cruits both during their training 
program and thereafter as 
police officers. 

Quentin Kopp supported the 
Resolution to end discrimina¬ 
tion against Gays who wish to 
visit the United States. 

Quentin Kopp was the only 
elected Democratic official to 
publicly protest the removal of 
Harvey Milk from the Board of 
Permit Appeals when Harvey 
Milk decided to run for the 
Assembly. He was also the 
only elected Democratic official 
to support Harvey Milk in his 
1976 Assembly race. 

City of Davis 
May Ban Bias 
Against Gays 

The Davis City Council, on a 
3-2 vote, has directed the city 
attorney to draft a proposed 
ordinance prohibiting discrimi¬ 
nation against homosexuals in 
employment, housing and 
public services. 

The action last week 
followed a two-hour hearing in 
which both sides on the Gay 
rights measure cited the equal 
protection provisions of the 
U.S. Constitution in their argu¬ 
ments. An overflow crowd of 
about 250 attended the 
hearing. 

The proposed ordinance will 
be the subject of public hear¬ 
ings next month. 

Mayor Tom Tomasi, who 
proposed the drafting of the 


ordinance, told the council: 
“What is before the council is a 
basic issue of human rights.” 

A leading opponent was 
Councilman Jim Stevens, who 
said, “The fundamental issue 
is: Will we force and coerce 
people to associate with people 
they don’t want to under the 
threat of law?” 

People testifying at the hear¬ 
ing split evenly on the 
proposal. 

Michele Martin, president of 
the Gay Rights Task Force in 
Davis, backed the measure, 
saying “slightly over” 10 
percent of the Davis commu¬ 
nity of 35,000 is Gay. 

The proverbial closet has 
been a reality long enough. 
Gay people are not sick, crazy, 
perverted or child molesters. 
Gays are everywhere,” she 
said. “It is the unfounded fear 
in our society that keeps Gay 
people in constant terror of 
being found out.” 

John Manners, bishop of the 
Eastern Catholic Church in 
Davis, criticized the proposed 
ordinance as too vague and 
open to court challenge. “I 
don’t think you’ll ever legislate 
people’s prejudices away,” he 
said. 

Terry Miller, representing the 
Mormon Church, said: 
“Homosexuality is a personal 
rights issue, not a legislative 
one. It is not appropriate for 
a city to legislate on moral 
issues and guarantee rights to 
homosexuals that may infringe 
on the rights of others.” 

The proposed ordinance 
provides for civil lawsuits by 
people who believe their rights 
have been violated. 


Freitas’ New 
Smear Piece 

The District Attorney’s race 
came to a boil over the week¬ 
end with incumbent DA Joe 
Freitas putting out a scurrilous 
piece aimed at opposing candi¬ 
date Arlo Smith, falsifying 
Smith’s record and distorting 
legal records. The piece, which 
attacked Smith for allegedly 
being “anti-Gay,” was distrib¬ 
uted by Freitas employees out 
in the Castro over the weekend 
and to the delight of passers- 
by, immediately countered 
with a piece distributed by 
active Castro area Smith sup¬ 
porters. Many persons refused 
to even take the Freitas-issued 
literature, instead making a 
point of walking over to Smith 
volunteers asking for a piece of 
their literature. 

Supervisor Carol Ruth Silver 
laughed at the Freitas piece 
and said, “Joe Freitas is still try¬ 
ing to find a scapegoat for the 
Dan White trial. How dumb 
does he think we are?” 

Anne Kronenberg, former 
aide to Harvey Milk and com¬ 
munity activist, insisted, “Arlo 
Smith’s commitment to 
Lesbian and Gay rights is 
absolute.” 

Many in the Gay community 
put it more bluntly. Jack 
McGowan, a former supporter 
of Freitas, said, “Our trust in 
Joe Freitas has obviously been 
misplaced.” McGowan added 
that the Gay community 
should not let Freitas “use us 
again.” 

Ironically, many of those 
listed in Freitas brochure as 
being “Thoughtful Gay Lead¬ 
ers for Freitas” \uoro. apparently 


unhappy about the piece. By 
press time, three of the 12 indi¬ 
viduals listed as supporters of 
Joe Freitas — Jo Daly, Duke 
Smith, and Jerry Berg — had 
said they had absolutely no 
knowledge of the piece and 
that they totally disavowed it. 

Wayne Friday, political 
editor of the B.A.R. and well- 
known Gay activist, 
denounced the brochure as a 
“dirty, uncalled-for political 
trick” and added, “I’ve had a 
lot of people speak to me about 
this rag since it was distributed 
and they all see it for exactly 
what it is — a desperate 
attempt by a losing candidate. 
Freitas isn’t going to make a 
dent in this community with 
garbage like that. In fact, I 
doubt at this point that Freitas 
could find any support in the 
Gay community. We’re solidly 
behind Arlo.” 

At the last Harvey Milk 
Democratic Club meeting, 
Freitas apologized repeatedly 
for the Dan White trial and said 
he accepted “full responsibility” 
for the trial. As one observer 
remarked, “It was as if the 
commandant of Auschwitz 
appeared to a group of Jewish 
death camp survivors and 
pleaded ‘full responsibility’ and 
with that over went on to re¬ 
quest their support for further 
operations.”

Sexually Transmitted Dis¬ 
eases, STD’s, are having a 
field-day in San Francisco, Na¬ 
tionwide, San Francisco is first 
in syphilis and third in gonor¬ 
rhea. Syphilis, because of its 
similarity to other, less danger¬ 
ous diseases, is often over¬ 
looked by its victims. Gonor¬ 
rhea, essentially without 
symptoms in the throat and 
rectal areas, is especially prob¬ 
lematic for the Gay population. 

Preventing the spread of 
these and other STD’s is the 
main focus of the newly started 
free Screening Clinic located in 
the Castro area, at 3850 17th 
Street, between Noe and 
Sanchez. Since the Clinic is 
held Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings from 5:00 to 
7:30PM, it is especially con¬ 
venient for working persons.

Homosexuality: A History 

by Vern L. Bullough 

New American Library - $4.95 

(Paper) 

After reading stacks of exotic 
materials through the years, 
one can get a bit jaded, espe¬ 
cially when wading through the 
backwaters of love through the 
ages. But even here, unexpect¬ 
ed nuggets continue to surprise 
us. 

Vern Bullough, professor of 
history at Long Beach State 
University, a tireless researcher 
in Gay history, has provided 
both the expected and the sur¬ 
prising. We find here the usual 
chronology of dates and facts 
about Oscar Wilde and boy 
love in ancient Greece. 

We learn the agonizing tale 
of how knowledge about the 
homoerotic impulse has been 
viciously suppressed through 
the centuries. The common 
herd has been protected from 
many wondrous things. 

In the legal profession, for 
example, massive difficulty 
arose in defining what sexual 
activities were forbidden be¬ 
tween males because no one 
could bear to describe any 
overt acts in detail. In discuss¬ 
ing anal intercourse the law 
givers fell back on the church 
fathers, who uttered the dark 
phrase, peccaturn, illud 
horrible, inter Christiani non 
nominandum. At other times 
the tiresome adjective 
“infamous crimes against 
nature” was employed. As 
Bullough points out, it was not 
until almost the turn of our own 
century that judges began to 
grow up. 

Much nonsense has also 


accumulated between the 
pages of textbooks when 
analyzing the fall of Rome. 
Norman F. Cantor in Medieval 
History: The Life and Death 
of A Civilization (Macmillan, 
1963) informs the student of 
history that: 

The civilization of the Roman 
empire was vitiated by homosexu¬ 
ality from its earliest days. A ques¬ 
tion, uncomfortable to our contem¬ 
porary lax moralists, may be raised: 
Is not the common practice of 
homosexuality a fundamental de¬ 
bilitating factor in any civilization 
. where it is extensively practiced, as 
it is a wasting spiritual disease in 
the individual ? It is worth consider¬ 
ing that another great and flourish¬ 
ing civilization, the medieval 
Arabic, where homosexuality was 
also widespread, similarly under¬ 
went a sudden malaise and break¬ 
down. Is there some moral physio¬ 
logical causation resulting from the 
social effects of homosexuality that 
has been ignored? 

As our historical guide re¬ 
minds us, the Romans were as 
severe on Gay behavior as 
many other nations. This was 
especially true during the later 
Christian era. Some historians 
have suggested that Christi¬ 
anity itself was the cause of the 
downfall of this great civiliza¬ 
tion. 

Bullough details at length the 
Nazi attempt in Germany to kill 
or deport any Gays. The 
archives of the League For 
Human Rights were destroyed 
and the pink triangle was intro¬ 
duced. 

Homosexual behavior at 
English boarding schools was 
infamous and influenced gen¬ 
erations of British males. C.S. 
Lewis, the popular theologian, 
wrote about such qoinqs on. A 


Gay boy was' known as a 
House Tart, 

A pretty and effeminate-looking 
small boy who acts as a catamite to 
one or more of his seniors . . . 
Though our oligarchy (ruling hier¬ 
archy of the school) kept most of 
the amenities of life to themselves, 
they were, on this point, liberal: 
they did not impose chastity on the 
middle class boy in addition to all 
his other disabilities . . . The Tarts 
had an important function to play 
in making school (what it was ad¬ 
vertised to be) a preparation for 
public life. They were not slaves, 
for their favors were (nearly 
always) solicited, not compelled. 

Bullough, who has assisted 
with the pioneer researches at 
One, Inc. in Los Angeles, over 
the years, has given us a credi¬ 
ble, but brief introduction to the 
homosexual from ancient times 
to the dawn of Gay liberation. 
However, he fails to provide 
any meaningful conclusion to 
his chronology. We are simply 
left with the statement that, “for 
homosexuals, at least, the 
heritage of the past has left 
permanent scars.” Perhaps 
future accounts can report the 
scar is finally healing. 

Bullough has teased our 
curiosity, now we must read 
elsewhere for richer detail.

Analyzes Gay 


“No other poet, until the pres¬ 
ent time,” Martin writes in his 
Introduction, “has so clearly 
defined himself in terms of his 
sexuality and so clearly defined 
his poetic mission as a conse¬ 
quence of his homosexuality.” 

For homosexual poets of the 
20th century, whatever their 
choice of form and manner, 
according to Martin, Whitman 
offered the beginning of a 
sense of tradition. Martin’s 
book traces Whitman’s pres¬ 
ence in the poetry of Hart 
Crane and also analyzes the 
Genteel poets, whose work re¬ 
flected a Platonic tradition of 
idealized and hopeless love. 
Contemporary Gay poets con¬ 
sidered include Allen Ginsberg, 
Robert Duncan, Thom Gunn, 
Edward Field, Richard How¬ 
ard, James Merrill, and Alfred 
Corn. 

The Homosexual Tradition 
in American Poetry shows 
how poets have used their texts 
as ways of announcing and de¬ 
fining their homosexuality. “It 
is not surprising,” Martin 
writes, “that Gay poets have 
often used their poetry as ... a 
forum for the exploration of 
sexuality and a way of speaking 
to the past and future, creating 
viable bonds of love linking 
themselves to the poets who 
have gone before.” 

To be published December 
1, The Homosexual Tradition 
in American Poetry will be 
available in bookstores or 
directly from the University of 
Texas Press in paperback 
($7.95) and cloth ($14.95).

Transfer 

The mellow sounds of Man¬ 
hattan Transfer will return to 
San Francisco after a two-year 
absence in concerts on Decem¬ 
ber 7 and 8 at the Masonic 
Auditorium on California 
Street. The four-member 
group has promised a show 
that will be a lot different from 
their previous performances. 

“We’ve expanded a lot,” 
said Transferite Alan Paul in a 
, recent phone interview. 
“There’s more theatrics in our 
staging.” The new show boasts 
three production numbers and 
new costumes by Jean-Paul 
Gaultier that “reek of German 
Expressionism.” But it’s not all 
theater, Paul told me. “Some¬ 
times we just sit and sing.” 

The shows will run about two 
hours and twenty minutes, 
“maybe with, maybe without 
an intermission,” Paul said. 
Some of the material will be the 
Transfer’s old standards and 
some will be new songs which 
they haven’t recorded. Most of 
their new album, Extensions, 
will be part of the show includ¬ 
ing vocal interpretations of 
Weather Report’s “Birdland/’ 
“Body and Soul,” a cocaine 
piece called “Wacky Dust,” 
and a song based on “The Twi¬ 
light Zone Theme” called “Twi¬ 
light Tone.” 

Paul said the group was ex¬ 
panding beyond their big band 
sound into contemporary jazz. 
“We’ve got a real hot 6-piece 
band,” he said proudly. In 
addition, the group has gotten 
into electronic synthesizers. 

Manhattan Transfer has 
always attracted a Gay audi¬ 
ence. “Our first audiences were 
Gay, back in New York in 
1973-74, when we played 
Trude Helby’s, Reno 
Sweeney’s and Max’s Kansas 
City,” Paul told me. “Now the 
audiences vary, but in certain 
cities we still get a heavy Gay 
following.” 

In addition to Alan Paul, 
Manhattan Transfer is com¬ 
posed of Tim Hauser, Janice 
Siegel, and Cheryl Bentyne, 
who is new to the group. Their 
concerts this Friday and Satur¬ 
day start at 8PM with tickets 
from $7.00 to $9.50 available 
at Ticketron and most 
agencies.
